(Un)Needed Skills Spotted 


WASHINGTON—The Army says that it needs 
men possessing any of 78 different skills and at 
the same time has too many men possessing one of 


36 different skills. 


This report appears as a change to DA Circular 
611-15 and is in the form of a “new” Appendix I. Lt. Col. 
The Army is issuing on a monthly basis reports 
on its MOS overages and understrengths. These are 
designed to help personnel planners and command- 
ers decide how to assign men, send them to school | the 
They are also helpful to individ- 
uals who have a chance to pick those career fields 
which show the least overcrowding. 

There are 22 fields in which the Army says it 
not only has too many men now and for the near 
future but also in which there are too many for 
the foreseeable future (the long-range projection). 

There are 33 fields in which a long-range short- 
age of qualified individuals is expected.

Oversea 
Tour Rule 
Changed 


WASHINGTON — Men who have 
returned to the United States from 
overseas on an emergency leave 
basis must return to their oversea 
station to get credit for completing 
an oversea tour unless they have 
less than 60 days yet to serve be- 
fore that tour would be completed. 

This is a major change in the 
oversea service regulation, AR 
614-30. Before this change, which 
was sent to the field this week in 
DA Message 578,210, there was an 
“incompatability” between parts of 
the regulation and inequity be- 
tween theaters. Men from Korea 
were not returned if they had 
three monthg or less to serve. This 
meant that for those with just 


under three months to serve in| liam 


Korea when their emergency leave 
was up, credit was given for three- 
fourths of an oversea tour. 

Under the regulation, they were 
immediately vulnerable to return 
overseas, even to Korea for a com- 
plete tour. The regulation said that

Bulging Fort Lewis Is Now 
State's 4th Largest ‘City’

FORT LEWIS, Wash. — The 
last of some 20,000 .new troops, all 
members of the Army National 
Guard and the Army Reserve, ar- 
rived here last week as part of 
the semi-mobilization ordered by 
the President on 9 September of 
this year. 

The increase in troop strength 
jumped the military population to 
some 42,000. With about 12,000 de- 
pendents living on post, the total 
population is well over 50,000, 
making Fort Lewis the state’s 
fourth largest “city.” 

This situation has little effect 
on the day-to-day operation at 
Lewis, according to Maj. Gen. Wil- 
F. Train, 4th Infantry Divi- 
sion and Fort Lewis commander, 
because the post is used to play- 
ing host to more than 25,000 Re- 
serve and National Guardsmen who 
come here each year for their 
summer training. 

National Guard and Reserve 
units recently arrived represent 
10 states and are assigned to 31 





units ranging in size from a nine- 
man medical detachment from Cal- 
ifornia, to a 13,500-man infantry 
division from Wisconsin. There are 
three units from Washington, five 
from Idaho, five from Utah, one 
from yay 12 from California, 
the big one from Wisconsin, one 
from Virginia, one each from North 





and South Dakota and one froin 
Texas, 

The 20,000 new troops have just 
about doubled the military popula- 
tion on post and they are quarter- 
ed in buildings on North Fort,

WASHINGTON — Restric- 
tions on permanent change of 
station (PCS) travel for 
Army enlisted members re- 
main tight and will continue 
to for at least the next eight 


months, Army officials said 
this week. 
However, exceptions to the 


strict rules for CONUS and over- 
sea PCS moves within the com- 
mand theater or area are permit: 
ted. Under what. circumstances 
exceptions are authorized is spell- 
ed out in detail in Changes 1 to 
AR 614-240. 

Basically, individuals in the 
CONUS are assigned to a station 
for. 18 months, and are not sup- 
posed to be moved from that sta- 
tion to another on a PCS. Over- 
seas, individuals are supposed to 
be assigned to a single station for 
their entire oversea tour, whether 
it is a “normal” tour of 24 or 36 
months, or a short tour of as little 
as 12 months. 

There is no restriction on chang- 
ing jobs or assignments, so long 
as the change does not involve a 
physical movement to another sta- 
tion. 

The change to the regulation, in 
addition to giving very detailed 
rules on exceptions to the policy 
of keeping individuals in one 
place, allows “permissive reas- 
signment” in oversea commands, 
Permissive reassignments are al- 
lowed “individuals who have per- 
sonal problems which do not meet 
the strict criteria (for compas-

November 
Promotion 
List Up 


WASHINGTON — Enlisted pro- 
motion quotas for November are 
up in total and in the lower 
grades, offsetting cuts in quotas 
for the top four grades, according 
to this month’s promotion letter. 

The message also showed that 
promotions to one or more of the 
DA controlled grades in 87 MOSs 
are frozer this month while 17 
MOSs in which promotions were 
frozen last month have been re- 
moved from the list. 12 MOSs are 
new, since last month, to the list 
in which promotions are forbidden 
in one or more grades. This is a 
net decrease of five in MOSs in 
which a promotion ban exists. 

In numbers, quotas were cut 
for the top four grades as com- 
pared to the October figures. But 
in the two lowest controlled 





grades, quotas are substantially 
up.

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Troop, Equipment Shipments 
Slows PX Supplies for Europe 


NEW YORK—If servicemen and their families in Europe have not been able to buy 
certain items in their post exchanges they can blame the current buildup of military power. 
Troops have filled virtually all Military Air Transport Service (MATS) planes head- 


ing overseas since 1 October. A 
ban on dependent travel to Europe 
has resulted. 

Coupled with the 1 » move- 
ment has been an increase in ship- 
ments of support equipment on 
Military Sea Transport Service 
(MSTS) vessels heading for 
Europe. This support equipment 
has been given first priority for 
MSTS shipments. Many items for 
sale in European exchanges have, 
therefore, not been shipped on 
schedule. 


Because some exchange items 
stead of being shipped, exchanges, 
for the time being, will not be 
able to replace diminished stocks 
as rapidly as they would ordinarily, 
Army and Air Force Exchange 
Service officials said this week. 

A&AFES officials discussed the 
exchange picture with the Times 
during a visit to exchange head- 
quarters in New York this week.

THE BUY AMERICAN philoso- 
phy, of course, receives much at- 
tention at the A&AFES. The on 
again—off again policy since the 
first directive in November 1960 
has proved to be a genuine chal- 
lenge to exchange managers Over- 
seas, officials said. 

Maj. Gen. Ray J. Laux, A&AFES 
chief, said overseas exchanges are 
just beginning to feel the effects 
of the Buy American policy. A 
final directive, stating “the” 
philosophy, is expected soon.

WORD AGAIN CHANGES 





New ID Cards Due 
Extended Duty Men 


WASHINGTON—The Army has 
changed signals again in a new 
message which tells commands to 
furnish updated ID cards to sol- 
diers and their dependents who 
have had duty tours extended. 

The message, DA 578663, says, 
“numerous complaints” have been 
received that troops and their de- 
pendents who have expired ID 
ecards are having trouble establish- 
ing their identity and obtaining 
privileges. 

The new word cancels DA mes- 
sage 572328 which said that sol- 
diers who were extended could re- 
tain their ID cards. Men and their 
dependents were told to keep ex- 
pired DD forms 2A and 1173 and 
explain that the Army had ex- 
tended their or their sponsor’s tour 
of duty. 

Under the new instructions, the 
Army orders that the new ID 
cards show an expiration date that 
coineides with the expected date 
of discharge.

WITH THE distribution of the 
new message the Army is back to 
a position announced several weeks 
ago. At that time Medicare issued 
a statement urging servicemen who 
had been ordered to extended 
tours to get up-dated ID cards. 

It was pointed out that the build- 
up of military strength might pose 
some problems for dependents, par- 
ticularly if they sought civilian 
medical care without proper iden- 
tification. 

Extension of tours, Medicare 
said, may result in some depend- 
ents having expired ID cards. 

Medicare’s statement said: 

Civilian physicians and hespi- 
tals have come to recognize the 
ID card as the dependents’ “ti- 
cense” te ebtain authorized civil- 
jan medical care at government 
expense.

He was retired for disability in 
1949. 
The huge check represents the 
difference between pay o* the two 
grades from 1 Oct. 1949, to 31 
July, 1961. He did not serve as 
an LC on active duty, but held 
that as a permanent Reserve 
grade. The Comptroller in okay- 
ing the claim cited previous legal 
rulings which permit retirement in 
the permanent rank regardless of 
whether it has been served in or 
not. The Army corrected the 
record earlier this year.

Special Forces Volunteers 
To Keep Proficiency Pay 


WASHINGTON—Special Forces 
volunteers will not lose the 
proficiency pay awarded before 
they became troopers, simply be- 
cause they no longer are serving 
in their primary MOS, the Army 
ordered this week. 

The loss of pro pay has operated 
as a block to men who might other- 
wise go for “prefix-3” training. 

An unclassified message (DA 25,- 
170) carrying the symbol AGTP-P 
220.1 (10 Oct. 61) spells out how 
Special Forces volunteers will be 
treated with regard to pro pay. 

It says that men who were draw- 
ing pro pay when they volunteered 
for SF training will keep it while 
in training. They must remain 
qualified in the PMOS for which 
pro pay was awarded, however, by 
taking the regular proficiency tests. 
But they are to be given a chance 
to study so that they can remain 
qualified. 

Special forces troopers on opera- 
tional missions — such as training 
troops of other nations in counter- 
guerrilla activities — will be con- 





sidered pro pay-qualified without 
testing until the mission assign- 
ment is over. Then when they re- 
turn to training they will get a 
reasonable chance to regain their 
proficiency in their primary MOS 
(for which pro pay was awarded 
in the first place). 

Those who are trained into a 
new PMOS will retain the pro pay 
earned in the old MOS until tested 
and reevaluated in the new one. 

Men who were drawing pro pay 
and who lost it because they volun- 
teered for Special] Forces assign- 
ment and training before the més- 
sage came out (on 11 October or 
at a later date in some commands) 
may be given pro pay without test 
by the commander under whom 
now assigned and otherwise get the 
same treatment as new SF volun- 
teers who don’t lose pro. pay. 

However, no retroactive payment 
of lost pro pay is authorized. Nor 
is it mandatory that pro pay. be 
awarded men who gave it up unless 
the commander determines that it 
is deserved. 

The message is effective im- 
mediately.

New Troops, Weapons Bring 


Training Changes to Europe 


BAUMHOLDER, Germany—European tension and the influx of new soldiers have 
created an entirely new atmosphere at this huge Army training area. 
“Our soldiers are as well trained as any I’ve ever seen,” said Lt, Col. Richard FE. 


East, Baumholder Post commander. 
“They are working with the 
same determination they’ve always 
had. But today we have more mod- 
ern methods and better- weapons. 

“This is the most effective Army 
the world has ever known,” East 
said. “I am very much impressed 
with the new men we're getting 
today. 

“I like their attitude and de- 
termination.” 

East told the Times that since 
the Berlin crisis started, discipli- 
nary problems have dropped amaz- 
ingly at Baumholder Post. “We 
still have petty incidents and we 
always will have,” he said. “But 
the last court martial we had for 
a major crime was in the first three 
months of 1961. 

“Since then, the behavior of our 
troops has been outstanding.” 

An influx of new weapons has 
kept the 8th Inf. Div. units at 
Baumholder Post busy qualifying 
in their use, a spokesman said. 

“We had only a few M-14 rifles 
a few months ago,” he pointed out. 
“Now most units have already fin- 


M-60 light machine guns. have 
also arrived in big numbers, the 
spokesman said. Another new item 
of equipment is the “Mutt,” the 
new quarter-ton vehicle manufac- 
tured by Ford. 

“The new vehicle is a little light- 
ter, peppier and easier to handle,” 
the spokesman said. “It has four 
=e. speeds and will go 100 
m ted 

The 8th Inf. Div. men like the 
new rifles, he said. “They think 
this is an excellent weapon. It is 
lighter, more accurate and gives 
a great increase of firepower over 
the M-1.” . A H 


IN LINE with President Ken- 
nedy’s emphasis on physical fitness 
for American youth, and Army di- 
rectives, East has already started 
required physical training three 
days a week for all Baumholder 
Post personnel. 

“This isn’t time off for golf, ” 
East’ said, “or for commissary 
shopping. Each man, officer and 
soldier, has to spend three hours 
a week crawling under barbed 
wire, running, firing hand grenades 
and swinging from horizontal lad- 
ders. 

“They have to run a mile in 
eight minutes,” East said. “Now, 
most men can run a mile, but 
some are going to have trouble 
qualifying with this time limit.” 

East stressed that his new physi- 








cal fitness program must be partic- 
ipated in by all personnel, regard- 


less of age—unless they have a 
medical excuse. 

“I took a half hour from the in- 
dividual’s own time to cover this 
PT program,” East said. 

While East finds the new re- 
placements full of determination 
to be good soldiers, he said the 
draftees are “pretty sorry physical 
specimens when thev first arrive. 

“Basic training doesn’t get them 
in shape for combat,” he said. “But 
when they are put in a tactical 
unit here, they start taking care 
of themselves.” 

~ * * 

THE INFLUX of new troops un- 
der the Army’s program to bring 
European units up to full strength 
has caused some housing problems 
at Baumholder, East admitted. 

“We’re making bachelor officers 
double up in the BOQs,” he said. 
“Up toe now, each officer had two 
rooms and a bath. Now there are 
two officers sharing each bath.” 

The involuntary six-month ex- 
tension. of overseas tours, freezing 
Army men in their Europe jobs, 
has put a severe strain on hous- 
ing, East said. 

“The home travel freeze went 
into effect 1 October,” he said, “but 
we are still getting families who 
already had their travel orders.” 

Wives working voluntarily in the 
Army’s sponsor set-up have been 
scouring the German countryside 
around Baumholder for economy 
ig to hold the overflow, East 
said. 

There are already 1000 sponsors 
living on the economy off the 





Baumholder post, he pointed out, 
with new families still arriving. 

“As people start shipping home 
six. months from now,” East said, 
“Tl take families off the economy 
housing and give them government 
quarters.” 

Fifty to 60 percent of the 8th 
Inf. Div. men are married. Some 
men, but not many, have brought 
their families to Europe despite 
the lack of travel authorization. 

“We are doing all we can to dis- 
courage the low-ranking enlisted 
men from bringing their families 
over .to house them on the econ- 
omy,” East said. 

“But up to now there is noth- 
ing to prevent the men paying 
their dependents fares and bring- 
ing them to this area in a tourist 
status.” 

* ” * 

AT BAUMHOLDER, government 
quarters are normally available for 
E-5s and above. If a man gets 
reduced, he has 45 days to move 
out of his government housing 
into economy quarters. 

Budget problems are keeping 
the Army on tight rations, East 
said. “I’m still operating on the 
Presidential austerity program,” he 
said. 

“Health, operational necessity 
and safety requirements are be- 
ing fully met. ‘Nice-to-have’ items 
are not being accomplished.” 

Final budget allocations for fiscal 
year. 1961-1962 have not been re- 
ceived, East said. But training 
is going ahead on the assumption 
that adequate funds will be forth- 
coming.

Zeus Fate Seen Dependent on Tests

WASHINGTON — The declara- 
tion by Scviet Marshal Rodion Y. 
Malinovsky that the Soviet Union 
has “successfuly coped with the 
task of destroying missiles in 
flight” has not, according to Pen- 
tagon spokesmen, altered Defense 
Department viéws on the Nike 
Zeus. 

As far as could be determined 
the Zeus program will continue in 
its research and development stage 
with its fate* heavily weighing on 
the result of tests against Air 
Force Atlas missiles in the Pacific 
next summer. 

Defense officials point out that 
in his statement Malinovsky failed 
to say if Red anti-missiles were 
in production or were deployed. 
One officer noted that the Rus- 
sian officer “said nothing new.” 





Certainly playing a big part in 
Defense’s stand on the Zeus is 
the assumption that the U.S. pos- 
sesses oveiwhelming nuclear su- 
periority, so great that the Russians 
would be foolhardy to attack. In 
a recent address Deputy Secretary 
of Defense Roswell Gilpatric con- 
tended that U.S. nuclear power was 
so staggering that our second 


strike ability would be greater than | sile 


the initial strike by the Russians. 

Also significant in the decision 
not to order an immediate start on 
the Zeus is Defense Secretary Mc- 
Namara’s statement in April be- 
fore the Senate Armed Services 
committee. He said that Defense 
does not have enough information 
available to give a production 
ahead order on the missile. the 
secretary added that there are 
“widespread doubts” that the Zeus 
should be deployed. 

In addition, at a press confer- 
ence in September, McNamara 





said that an anti-ICBM system is 
a major problem, At the time — 
when there were reports that the 
Reds were conducting tests of an 
anti-missile missile — he indicated 
that the Zeus program was not 
being reviewed. However, the sec- 
retary was quoted this week as 
saying that the U.S. was ahead 
in the development of an anti-mis- 
missile.

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Overseas PX Chiefs 
Confer in New York 


NEW YORK—Twenty-seven oversea system and com- 
mand exchange representatives met here this week to help 
chart a course for the future operation of the world-wide 
Army and Air Force Exchange Service. The meeting of the 
overseas group was its first since 1957. 


Two items of special importance 
during the week’s gathering were 
the Buy American program and the 
impact of the current military 
buildup with its limitation on de- 
pendent travel to Europe. 

Also studied was the long-range 
A&AFES objective of price uni- 
formity on basic items world-wide. 

Army’s Maj. Gen. Ray J. Laux, 
chief of the A&AFES, was the 
opening speaker for the meeting. 
Discussing Buy American, Gen. 
Laux said the directive had re- 
stored a proper balance in the Ex- 
change Service’s obligation of as- 
suring an American standard of 
living for overseas service families. 

With the public’s attention fo- 
cused on overseas exchanges as a 
result of the publicity given the di- 
rective, Laux expressed confidence 
that overseas commanders would 
“insure that the ‘Buy American’ 
spirit is fostered throughout every 
level ” 

Those attending the meeting 
agreed that positive command ac- 
tion would be necessary to offset 
the tide of customer resentment 
against the pricing of foreign goods 
to be sold in exchanges once again. 


Big Winter 
CPX Planned 
In Europe 


MANNHEIM, Germany — The 
Central Army Group — the mas- 
sive Central Europe military arm 
of the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization — plans to test its 
leadership in a new type of field 
maneuver this year. 

Headquarters elements of Amer- 
fean, French, British and West 
German armies will move into 
battlefield positions late this win- 
ter for a “closed-controlled” com- 
mand post exercise aimed at test- 
ing leadership capability. 

No combat troops will be sent 
into the field in the international 
exercise but rather the command 
units will work with simulated 
units deployed in the Central Eu- 
rope area much as they should 
be in the event of a Communist 
attack. 

The simulated troops — and a 
simulated enemy — will be de- 
ployed in a map exercise in which 
major unit commanders use actual 
communications networks and 
simulated conventional and atomic 
power to repulse the enemy. 

Actual field troops are not being 
used in the exercise because of 
the cost involved in movement of 
tens of thousands of troops. to 
combat areas plus the desire to 
avoid excessive maneuver damage 
claims in over-populated West 
Germany.

Rules on 
Free Trips 


Spelled Out 


WASHINGTON — In addition to 
restricting greatly space available 
travel to Europe on Military Air 
Transport Service (MATS) aircraft, 
the Air Force has also spelled out 
the rules governing the policy of 
free travel. 

In the latest -edition of its 
“Transportation Brief” USAF offi- 
cials implied that many military 
families are not aware of the “do’s 
and don’ts” of space available 
travel to and from overseas areas. 

Authorization for space available 
leave travel of servicemen and 
their families is intended for 
family units leaving a duty station 
and visiting a foreign country or 
the United States and returning 
as a unit to the duty station, the 
“Brief” pointed out. 

Space available was never in- 
tended to give dependents a means 
of visiting their sponsors overseas 
or for return of dependents to the 
U.S. when they go overseas com- 
cercially, USAF officials said. 

Officials indicated that space 
available travel would be discon- 
tinued altogether if rules are not 
followed closely. They urged all 
bases to guard against authoriza- 
tion of space available travel and 
to beef up their counselling of 
members regarding the privilege.

Korea Insurance Dividends 
To Be Mailed Next Month 


WASHINGTON — A Christmas 
bonus of $65 million will soon be 
paid to some 393,000 Korea veter- 
ans.. An additional 234,000 may get 
it later if they convert their Ko- 
rea insurance. 

This special one-time dividend— 
authorized by Public Law 223, 87th 
Congress—will liquidate a surplus 
built up in the nonparticipating 
“RS” insurance. Payments are ex- 
pected to average about $90 for 
each policyholder, depending on 
the size of the “RS” policy and 
the number of months it was in 
force. 

The divided payment is automat- 
ic. Checks will go out early next 
month to those who have convert- 
ed to “W” policies. The VA will 
also mail letters to “RS” policy- 
holders advising them of their div- 
idend amount should they elect to 
make the change, and including 
an application form for conversion 
or exchange for a “W” policy. Such 
veterans have until 13 Sept. 1963 
to make the switch. 

“RS” insurance was issued as 
five-year term policies to Korea 
veterans discharged between 25 
April 1951 and 31 Dec. 1956. In 
1958 Congress approved legislation 
authorizing policyholders — effec- 
tive 1 Jan. 1959—to convert or 
exchange their “RS” policy’ for a 
“W” term or permanent plan.

Second Army Enlistments 
Rise 15 Percent Since July 


FORT MEADE, Md. — In the 
months since President. Kennedy’s 
call for expansion of the armed 
forces to meet the Berlin crisis, 
more young Americans have en- 
listed in the Army from the seven 
states in the Second Army Recruit- 
ing District than from any other 
Army area in the country. 

Almost 10,000 men and over 300 
women have volunteered since 1 
July for three years of service. 
This is 15 percent more enlist- 
ments than reported in the same 
period last year when Second 
Army area enlistments also topped 
the nation. 

“I sincerely believe the young 
people of.this region are going 
Army mainly from patriotism,” 


* says Col. Fred J. Martineau, com- 


manding officer of the Second 
Army Recruiting District. “An- 
other important factor is that they 
know they’re going to be drafted 
soon, the way things are going. 
By enlisting, they can choose any 
job training program for which 
they are qualified, or choose the 
part of the world where they will 





serve.” 
“Of course,” he said, “Our 
field recruiters, last year’s De- 


partment of the Army contest 
championship team, are doing a 
good job of reaching potential sol- 
diers and showing them the ad- 
vantages of a three-year enlist- 
ment.” 

In normal periods, most Army 
enlistees are recent high school 
graduates, whose average age is 
eighteen or nineteen. But as the 
draft call age is lowered, the en- 
listment age average goes up. Many 
college men have been enlisting 
in the Army, applying for such 
glamor fields as Airborne or Mili- 
tary Intelligence. 

It is the Army’s responsibility 
to provide facilities for processing 
inductees and enlistees in all 
branches of the armed forces. In 
some of the larger Main Recruit- 


‘ing Stations, such as Richmond, 


Va., Philadelphia, Cleveland, Louis- 
ville, or Baltimore - Washington, 
some 300 potential servicemen are

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Army Says It Needs 10-Ton Payload Airplane 


WASHINGTON—The Army is preparing a list of the things it wants in a 10-ton 
payload transport aircraft, aviation officials here said this week. The qualitative materiel 
requirement, which is an approved Army statement of military need, will spell out some 


of the features the transport 
should have. One of the features 
will be a short takeoff and landing 
characteristic. 

While a qualitative materiel re- 
quirement specifies the Army need 
for this type of vehicle, it is no 
assurance that a 10-ton STOL will 
become a reality. For some time 
the Army has had a QMR for a fly- 
ing crane helicopter. While de- 
velopments in this field have been 
watched closely, the Army appar- 
ently has no plans to buy copters 
of this type.

AT LEAST two top officials have 
publicly expressed the Army’s 
need for the 10-ton STOL trans- 
port. 

In a recent address to the 15th 
annual conference of the Aero- 
space Industries Association, Gen. 
Clyde D. Eddleman, Vice Chief of

between Army transport and the 
transport provided by Air Force 
C-130 and C-135 aircraft. 

Eddleman said that it is urgent 
for the Army to fill the gap exist-

His# Indianapolis rental costs 

coupled with a minimum 
number of government quarters 
at this installation have resulted 
in a housing problem nothing 
short of critical. 

There are 45 permanent gov- 
ernment housing units on post 
available for field grade officers 
and 39 permanent units for top 
three graders. All such units are 
presently occupied with a vari- 
able waiting period for vacan- 
cies, depending on the appli- 
cant’s rank and time in grade. 

In_ addition to permanent 
housing, there are 15 sub-stand- 
ard units for company grade 
officers and enlisted men. Un- 
der current Army policy, per- 
sonnel living in these quarters 
are entitled to a rebate on their 
quarters allowance. This _ is 
based. on the average rent and 
utility rates for comparable 
civilian quarters in adjacent com- 
munities. Since high living costs 
in nearby Indianapolis tend to 
reduce the refund, many families 
prefer to apply their BAQ to- 
wards more modern civilian 
faeilities.

QUARTERMASTER furniture 
for the dining room and kitchen, 
including refrigerator and elec- 
tric range, is available upon re- 
quest. Bedroom and living room 
furnishings are not available. 

An additional 270 Wherry 
built but now Government own- 
ed quarters are being renovated 
and remodeled and are being 
Occupied at the rate of six to 
eight units per week. These are 
two, three, and a limited num- 
ber of four bedroom units; When 
renovation is completed, 120 
units will be available for officers 
and 150 units available for en- 
listed men. 

Off-post. housing is readily 
available in one of several 
modern housing projects a few 
miles from post, northeast of 
Indianapolis. Purchase price for 
these houses $20,000. Rentals in 
this area are limited and aver- 
age rent for a two bedroom, un- 
furnished house, five to 20 miles 
from the post, is approximately 
$100 per month, plus utilities. 

Modern, furnished and _ un- 
furnished, apartments ranging 
from $80 to $120 per month plus 
utilities, are usually obtainable 
in one of several Indianapolis 
apartment buildings. These are 
located anywhere from five to 
20 miles from the installation.

The last two 
iems are limited to use by en- 
listed grades, E-4 (with four 
years of service) and over. 
There has been, and is, a 
waiting list for all types of quar- 
ters except the BOQ. The list 
is not long and the average wait- 
ing period during the past year 
has been six months. This may 
not be a safe criterion to apply 
in-the future, since the activa- 
tion of addtional units may con- 
siderably increase the demand. 
It is difficult to give a definite 
picture of rental properties avail- 
able in the nearby communities, 
since judgment as to the ade- 
quacy of quarters is based on the 
individual’s point of view: Gen- 
erally, the lower-rate rental 
properties would be considered 
substandard for Army personnel.

The availability of off-post 
housing, presently critical in 
immediate vicinity of the post, 
is expected to improve with 
the completion of the current 
Capehart construction.

THE housing situation at Fort 

Huachuca: has improved over 
the last six years and is not con- 
sidered critical at this time. We 
have a total of 1668 family units, 
all of which are kept filled from 
a waiting list that has averaged 
250 applicants since September 
1959. We have 300 Capehart type 
units now under construction 
and scheduled for release in 
1962. 

There is no waiting period for 
field grade officers. However, a 
waiting: list does exist for com- 
pany grade officers and enlisted 
men. The latter is advised not 
to bring their families, if this-is 
at all possible, prior to deter- 
mination of housing availability. 

The surrounding communities 
do not offer a great deal in the 
way of adequate rental housing 
for military personnel assigned 
to Huachuca. Rentals are at 
times available in the commun- 
ities, ranging 30 to 60 miles dis- 
tance from the fort. However, 
rental rates are considered too 
high in the immediate vicinity 
of the post ($80 to $135 per 
month, this includes trailer parks 
and homes), and descend slightly 
at greater distances from the 
post ($65 to $120 per month).

FORT LEWIS, Wash.—By train, plane and motor convoy, Army Reserve and Army 
National Guard troops and equipment poured into this huge Army Center of the Pacific 


Northwest this week as a result of President Kennedy’s call-up of forces. 


arrive was Wisconsin’s 32d Inf. Div. 


Thirty-one units arrived here 
during October, coming from Army 
Reserve and Army National Guard 
organizations of 10 states includ- 
ing Washington, Utah, Wyoming, 
South Dakota, North Dakota, Cali- 
fornia, Wisconsin, Idaho, Virginia 
and Texas. 

In addition, as a result of indi- 
vidual “filler” personnel being 
called up to bring these units to 
full strength, every state in the 
union has experienced the feeling 
of having some of their citizens 
called to arms in response to the 
President’s orders. 

Units began arriving early in 
October with the 1041ist Transport 
Co. (Staging Area Unit) of the 
Washington State Army National 
Guard, Tacoma, being the first to 
arrive on 8 October.

More came from 
Wyoming, South Dakota, and North

Smith, arrived aboard several troop 
trains reminiscent of the days of 
World War II and the Korean 
War. 

The barracks and motor parks of 
North Fort Lewis, capable. of 
housing a full division and then 
some, filled up. rapidly as the 
Wisconsinites settled into local 
facilities and began their training 
in the vast acreages of the fort. 

_Not since the days of War II 





has this Army center felt the 
impact of two full infantry divi- 
sions using its exceptionally fine 
facilities at the same time. Dur- 
ing 1942 to 44, the 33d and 44th 
Inf.

Zeus Delay 


There are small signs that some influ- 
ential people are getting fed up with the 
negative propaganda put out in the name of 
“civilian defense” and are ready to turn to 
something more positive—like an anti-mis- 
sile missile. 

Writing in Editor & Publisher last week, 
West coast Publisher Walter Burroughs said: 
“Both major wire services, practically every 
newspaper in the United States, almost all 
the news magazines have devoted an un- 
believable amount of space to what to do 
in case of nuclear attack. The content: hints, 
misinformation and contradictory recom- 
mendations about constructing, furnishing 
and provisioning backyard fallout shelters 
. .. If we had devoted a fifth of the space 
and effort toward an explanation of the 


possibilities of the anti-missile missile, we 
would be many steps nearer saving our 
countrymen from extinction. For the great- 
est hope for America is for perfection and 
fast production of an anti-missile missile. The 
greatest peril is that the Russians will do 
it first.” 

‘Indeed, without such a defense, we would 
be at Russia’s mercy. With Russia leading 
from such a position of strength, says Ca- 
nadian Air Marshal C. L. Slemon, “there 
is grave doubt how the free world’s leaders 
and peoples would respond. The only choice 
the leaders could offer their citizens would 
be slavery with a possibility of death or 
certain death if they do not capitulate.” 

Slemon is deputy to Air Force Gen. Law- 
rence Kuter, who heads the North Amer- 
ican Air Defense Command, and in Kuter’s 
opinion the Army’s Nike-Zeus missile killer 
is probably our nation’s most important proj- 
ect. 

Why, then, has this project not advanced 
more swiftly? In part, because of competi- 
tion among the services for funds. But there 
are dther reasons, As far back as 1955-56, 
the Army began to study the possibilities 
of neutralizing an enemy’s warheads in near- 
by space. It used some of the research funds 
in its regular budget. After much argument, 
in 1957 the Defense Department gave the 
Army a small appropriation to start the 
Nike Zeus program. The next year, the 
Army proved through high altitude tests 
that missiles could be neutralized, to fall 
impotently to earth. 

To an extent, this convinced Congress — 
enough, anyway, so that it granted a $187 
million fund to put Zeus into limited produe- 
tion. For that amount, the Army figured on 
having some anti-missile missiles in place 
and ready by 1963. But the Defense Depart- 
ment wouldn’t let go of the money. 

In 1960, the Army again asked for funds, 
submitting a plan to protect certain cities 
as a beginning. Skeptics in the Defense De- 
partment again prevailed. All testing must 
be completed before production could begin, 
the Army was told. In 1961 the Kennedy 
Administration followed the pattern of the 
previous one and refused the $270 million 
needed to get the program moving. Testing 
continues. 

By scrounging here and scraping there, 
the Army over the years has managed to 
find nearly a billion dollars for Nike Zeus. 
But more is needed — much more. Mean- 
while, evidence mounts that the anti-missile 
missile is both feasible and practical; so, per- 
haps, the opposition will lessen. We hope it 
does so before it is too late. Certainly it will 
if men like Kuter and Slemon get their 
stories to the people, through men like Bur- 
roughs.

‘Standards’ Meaningless

particular skill, ability or accomplishment 
of standards with any of the categories 
designated by the Department of the 
Army? Do you know of any standards 
that have been established to guide you 
in your efforts to advance? 

In 1959, Stephen S. Jackson, Assistant 
Secretary of Defense, stated before the 


House Armed Services committee that 
“the law prescribes that standards will 
be established by the Secretaries of the 
Departments.” 


Do you, or for that matter, does any 
other officer of the Army know what 
standards have been established as a re- 
quirement for promotion? If you do not 
know what standards you are expected to 
meet, how can you intelligently endeavor 
to qualify for advancement? If advance- 
ment is mandatory how can you intelli- 
gently pursue such a career? 


If the program for a career as an Army 
officer is not designed for an intelligent 
approach and evaluation it must be con- 
cluded that it is for the unintelligent, for 
the unwise, for the ignorant.

SOME TIME AGO an official of the

Vietnam PX Misused 
By State Dept.? 


SAIGON, Vietnam: Is our State 
Department giving the military. a 
morale booster in South East Asia? 
It hardly seems so. 

The Stars and Sti.pes reported 
last week that “The U.S. embassy 
in Manila decided to withdraw 
APO and PX privileges of about 
1500 military dependents residing 
in the Philippines, because there 
is evidence of abuse.” 

While this injustice takes place 
in the Philippines, our embassy 
here in Vietnam, in a very dis- 
creet manner, decided to extend 
U.S. Navy commissary and Navy 
exchange privileges, to all U.S. 
civilians (and their dependents) 
working for U.S. civilian contrac- 
tors here in Vietnam; namely Cap- 
itol Engineers, E. V. Lane, ete. 

These privileges, plus APO fa- 
cilities have existed all along for 


‘all members of the U.S. embassy, 


USOM, USIS, and the so-called 
MSU advisers (Michigan State Uni- 
versity personnel under contract 
with the State Department). 

It is a known fact that all these 
“sacrificing” civilians have tax-free 
pay privileges and certainly should 
not be entitled to use military ex- 
change facilities when their income 
is three or four times greater than 
that of the servicemen. 


But what is really a shame is 
that while in one country military 
dependents are denied their law- 
ful privileges, in another country 
overpaid civilians are being grant- 
ed those very same privileges to 
which they are not entitled. 


Perhaps, this is a matter that 
deserves attention from Congress, 
to remedy the situation of those 
dependents in the Philippines and 
to stop the abuses here in Vietnam.

Stripes Situation 
Still Confused 


APO 929, S.F.: DA wouldn’t ad- 
mit the folly of their stripe change 
in 1958 (to be fully effected 30 
June 1962) by either rescinding 
the change over in its entirety or 
coming up with a more equitable 
way of implementing the change; 
no, they took a weak stand by send- 
ing a message to the field that those 
NCOs wearing “old” stripes could 
continue to wear them indefinitely 
(until promoted or demoted). 

What is the result? Just a com- 
pound of the confusion already ex- 
isting, for the farce is just ex- 
tended, not remedied. Why is an 
NCO, promoted prior to 31 May 
58, any different from the one pro- 
moted, even one day, subsequent 
to that date? Why should they be 
separated so distinctively? 

The insignia in the Army NCO 
ranks will be in a state of confu- 
sion for at least the next seven to 
10 years. Why should it be neces- 
sary to see a man’s orders or per- 
sonnel records to find out his rank? 
It is just as difficult to explain a 
promotion (where there is no indi- 
cation of it on your sleeve) or why 
you have been in grade 10 to 12 
years (when in reality you have 
been promoted during the period) 
as it would be to explain the loss 
of a stripe. 

In the last 41 months, many per-

Test or No, Soldier 
Remains a Person 


The Army’s psychologists real- 
ly have their troubles. One of 
them couldn’t find any soldiers 
who were willing to give mouth- 


to-mouth respiration to a goat. 
Another said he couldn’t get the 
troops to walk around in the 
Arctic with their pants unbut- 
toned. And another psychologist, 
studying motivation, discovered 
that a three-day pass motivated 
his soldiers so highly that the 
entire study was ruined. 

The goat problem came up 
during recent Chemical Corps 
experiments. A psychologist re- 
ported to a group of his col- 
leagues that 
one good way 
to develop the 
troops’ confi- 
dence in anti- 
nerve gas 
measures is to 
show them 
how well the 
measures 
work. So the 
experts shot 
some _ nerve 
gas into a 
goat, the goat 
collapsed, then the experts 
called on volunteers to revive 
the goat with the Army’s stand- 
ard revival techniques. Part of 
the technique, of course, is arti- 
ficial respiration. So far, all vol- 
unteers have used the old push- 
and-release method.

THE SAME psychologist re- 
ported that he was having trou- 
ble training men to use the syr- 
ettes in their first aid packets. 
He had a batch of them filled 
with a meaningless solution, and 
then discovered that nobody 
wanted to stick any needles into 
himself, no matter what fluid 
was in the syrette. I could have 
told him that before the test. 

The Arctic expert with the 
pants problem described his 
troubles to a group of psycholo- 
gists meeting recently at Ann 
Armor, Mich. He said that the 
Army knows pretty well how to 
keep a man warm—by putting 
enough layers of clothes on him. 
But when a soldier does manual 
labor, such as foxhole digging, 
he gets overheated in all those 
clothes. Ventilation is the an- 
swer, the expert reported, and 
it was decided that a good way 
to ventilate the lower torso is 
to open the fly of the trousers. 
But it turned out that lifetimes 
of training prevented the troops 
from doing this. The psycholo- 
gist didn’t say how soldiers ven- 
tilate their lower torsos now. 

The Signal Corps expert study- 
ing motivation wanted to find out 
whether a soldier listening for 
beeps (which, in-a tactical situ- 
ation, might indicate an enemy 
was approaching) listened better 
if he knew how well he was do- 
ing. So the psychologists set up 
a little test. One group of men

THEN THE testers brought in 
a new group of men and gave 
them almost the same test. The 
big difference was that each 
time a man responded, a light 
flashed or something told him 
that his response was correct. 
The presumption was that these 
men should do better than the 
men in the first group, because 
they were getting what the psy- 
chologists call “feedback,” and 
therefore would be more what 
the psychologists called ‘“moti- 
vated.” 

The second group was super- 
motivated —it scored so much 
higher than the first group that 
the psychologists, in layman’s 
terms, began to “smell a rat.” 
Then they learned that the first 
group was motivated by a you- 
you-and-you selection arrange- 
ment, while the second group 
was motivated by promises of 
three-day passes. 

Still another Army psycholo- 
gist at Aberdeen Proving Ground 
tried to find out how well the 
troops take to being buttoned up 
in an armored personnel carrier 
for 24 hours. The test appeared 
to be realistic — the experts 
crammed a load of soldiers into 
an APC and kept them there for 
24 hours. 

~ * * 

BUT—and it turned out to be 
a mighty big but—the testers 
made one mistake. Those men 
who said they didn’t feel good, 
or who had claustrophobia, or 
who felt like goofing off, were 
permitted to leave the APC at 


any time. About half the men 
left before the test was com- 
pleted. 

At first, the test results 


showed that the men in the APC 
came through the experience 
very well. The then psycholo- 
gists did some thinking. The un- 
fit and the malingerers had ex- 
cused themselves as soon as pos- 
sible, so the only men being 
tested were those who were will- 
ing to spend 24 hours in an ar- 
mored personnel carrier in the 
first place. Also, the psycholo- 
gists realized, when half the 
men left the APC, the other half 
had enough room to stretch out 
and go to sleep. 
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Are New Buildings Needed? 


The continuing growth of the 
Department of Defense, as dis- 
tinct from the military depart- 


ments, is evidenced this week by 
the new Pentagon telephone 
book. In six months, the number 
of pages in the “classified” sec- 
tion (not security classification 
but simply listing by office in- 
stead of by name) has grown 
from 95 to 99 pages. Although 
the Defense section has not 
grown this month, next month it 
must with the addition of more 
offices of the Defense Intelli- 
gence Agency and of the new-De- 
fense Supply Agency. 

Incidentally, the classified sec- 
tion of the Defense telephone di- 
rectory is now 
yellow, instead 
of white. 

The actual 
space occupied 
by names list- 
ed in the direc- 
tory has gone 
down from 138 
pages to less 
than 135. But 
the directory 
has never list- 
ed all the tele- 
phones and the 
people who use them that are in- 
stalled in the Pentagon, the Main 
Navy Building, Temporary 
Buildings A, B, C, etc., the num- 
bered temporary buildings, and 
so forth, occupied by the na- 
tional military establishment in 
Washington. 

The announcement this week 
that the Defense Supply Agency 
will occupy office space at Cam- 
eron Station, until now an Army 
post which housed certain TAGO 
and OQMG activities, also indi- 
cates how the Defense Depart- 
ment is growing. 

It also raises in my mind a 
question about how serious De- 
fense officials are when they 
speak of saving money by mak- 
ing better use of available office 
space and buildings. 

- * . 

CAMERON Station is a post 
marked by its small permanent 
administration building and the 
rows of warehouses on the land. 
The station commandant is a 
colonel. 

A lieutenant general is now to 
have his offices at Cameron Sta- 





tion. His staff must include two- 
star officers of all the services, 
also brigadier generals and rear 
admirals of the lower half (one- 
star Navy flag officers, if the 
Bolte report goes through). 
The office space available at 


Cameron Station is far below the 
quality in which officers of such 
exalted rank usually are willing 
to work. I foresee the spend- 
ing of thousands, even millions 
of dollars to construct adequate 
offices for the Defense Supply 
Agency. 
- . 

AT THE SAME time, in wan- 
dering through the Pentagon, 
which is admittedly overcrowded, 
the way office and activity space 
is assigned, I have noted storage 
and even light industrial-type ac- 
tivities in the structure known as 
the world’s largest office build- 
ing. 

Why cannot such activities be 
removed ‘to the remodeled ware- 
houses at Cameron Station to 
make more office space avail- 
able in the Pentagon?’ 

The Pentagon is supposed to 
be the location of the head- 
quarters of all the military serv- 
ice and of the Defense Depart- 
ment. But many are the high- 
ranking officials of all depart- 
ments whose offices are located 
not in the Pentagon but in build- 
ings scattered over a 50-mile 
radius from the Pentagon into 
Virginia, the District of Colum- 
bia and Maryland. 


THE CITY of Washington is in 
a perpetual building boom. Fed- 


eral office buildings, allegedly 
being built to permit moving of- 
fices out of temporary quarters 
into permanent ones, are spring- 
ing up like crosses after a major 
battle. 


Some of the temporary build- 
ings are torn down. But office 
space is filled before the tem- 
poraries are empty. And tem- 
poraries slated for destruction 
continue in use year after year, 

With top managers separated 
by miles of road and having to 
move through the bottlenecks 
created around bridges to attend 
meetings, telephones and official 
cars burgeon. 

oe * * 


AN ASSISTANT Navy secre- 
tary finds himself three miles 
across a river from his desk on 
which papers are awaiting his 
signature. But he must attend 
meetings in the Pentagon, must 
“stand by” from one meeting to 
the next in Virginia, while in 
Washington papers and people 
cry out for his attention. 

To most people, away from 
Washington, such disorganiza- 
tion as this in the assignment of 
office space seems, perhaps, un- 
important. Yet it accounts for 
much of the time consumed in 
reaching decisions, much of the 
red tape which prevents de- 
cisions from getting out. And 
these decisions or the lack there- 
of, have a very real effect on 
people in the field. 

There is no immediate or easy 
solution. Too much personal 
prestige is involved in change or 
in the office occupied.

Can Reds KO 
Our Missiles?

ARSHAL Rodion Y. Malinovsky, the Soviet Defense 
Minister, has just informed the Communist Party 
Congress that “the problem of destroying missiles in flight 


has been successfully solved.” 


Does this mean that the Soviet 
Union can now intercept in- 
coming missiles before they 
reach their targets? The Marshal 
did not say that any hardware in 
the way of anti-missile missiles 
is actually ready. He said the 
problem—presumably the tech- 
nical and scientific problem— 
had been sélved; that is, the 
Soviet engineers and scientists 
now think.they know in principle 
how: to make such hardware. 

If they have gotten no further 
than that, they are several years 
behind the United States. The 
U.S, Army has been working 
since the middle 1950’s on the 
development of an anti-missile 
missile known as the Nike-Zeus. 
It is not yet in full production, 
but several actual interceptions 
of short-range missiles have 
taken place, and trial against 
long-range missiles is now in im- 
mediate prospect.

YOU might compare Marshal 
Malinovsky’s cautious claim with 
the statement of Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Arthur Trudeau, the U.S. 
Army’s Chief of Research and 
Development, to a Congressional 
committee last April: “The Nike- 
Zeus is the only active defense 
against intercontinental ballistic 
missiles which is now under 
development anywhere.” 

It is probable that one purpose 
of the extensive Soviet test- 
firings of recent weeks has been 
to try. out an anti-missile device 
of some sort. It may be a sort of 
shotgun affair which seeks to 
create a vast area of radiation 
and heat that will destroy ap- 
proaching missiles, whereas the 
Nike-Zeus is relatively a pre- 
cision weapon which intercepts a 
particular warhead. 

This would reflect the Soviet 
necessity to rely on big bangs 
since their scientists are far 
behind American technology in 
the development of small pre- 
cision devices’ and the art of 
miniaturization. 

In any case, there will have to 
be a long time lag and the expen- 
diture of many billions of rubles 
between the first successful try- 





out and the production of enough 
defensive hardware to provide 
anything. like a reliable defense 
against attack. No doubt Marshal 
Malinovsky and his associates 
would like to have the rest of 
the world believe the Soviets 
have such a defense today. 
o . * 


THEY would be in a superior 
bargaining position if they did 
have it; and if they can make us 
believe they do, they would gain 
this advantage for free. However, 
the established facts of tech- 
nology seem to deny such a 
possibility. 

One very fmportant point is 


connection between the anti-mis- 


sile system and an adequate 
warning system. So far, the 
Soviets have not advanced nearly 
as far as we have in the develop- 
ment of early-warning satellites 
such as Midas, which (when fully 
operational) can report § the 
launching of Soviet missiles as 
they leave their pads. 


Also, no warning system would 
be quick enough to trigger de- 
fensive action against our Polaris 
missiles fired from submarines at 
ranges of only 1,000 miles or so 
from Soviet targets. 

Marshal Malinovsky’s techni- 
cians may have a paper solution 
for anti-missile defense, but on 
the basis of our own rather 
extensive experience, the hard- 
ware solution is a long way off.

THE Soviet leadership seems 
to be trying to build up an image 
of irresistible power without too 
much regard for hard facts. 
Partly, of course, this is a terror 
campaign intended to frighten 
free governments and peoples 
into yielding to Soviet demands. 


Partly it is meant to produce 
a feeling of hopelessness, one 
effect of which might well be to 
deter our Allies in Western Eu- 
rope from building up their own 
defense establishments, as they 
are now being urged to do by 
the U.S.

WASHINGTON—A series of re- 
search and development firings of 
the Mauler guided missile is being 
conducted at White Sands Missile 
Range, the Army has announced. 

The first shot of the solid fuel 
missile met all objectives, Brig. 
Gen. John G. Zierdt, commander 
ef the Army and Guided Missile 
Agency, said. A Pentagon state- 
ment gave no date for the firing, 
saying only that the first shot was 
held “recently.” 

Each Mauler unit, consisting of 
missiles, tracking and guidance 
equipment will be mounted on a 
standard design, self-propelled car- 
rier. Officials say that the weapons 
system is being designed to defend 
against high performance aircraft 
as well as short range missile and 
rockets.

recently worked seven days a week 
installing new power lines, con- 
verting cool furnaces to gas, re- 
pairing cooking stoves and fitting 
doors and window screens. It is 
true that the yellow paint is peel- 
ing badly on most of the buildings, 
but this is something the incoming 
troops are expected to rectify. 

To receive and process this large 
increase in population, a liaison 
office was established. Composed of 
specialists from the general staff 
in post headquarters, this office 
kept in close touch with the in- 
coming units and selected like 
units at Lewis to act as hosts in 
getting the new people oriented 
and settled. A’ the new units and 
individuals arrived by every form 
of transportation, short of water, 
all were met by a host. 

In addition, a dependent assist- 
ance section was organized to pro- 
vide every aid possible to the 
troopers with regard to getting 
personal problems solved. 

Anticipating a boom in the trav- 
el business, a modern transporta- 
tion center was opened with a 75% 
increase in lounge seating capacity 
and with luggage space between 
chairs to keep the aisles clear. 
This center will provide service 
for everyone at Lewis, whether 
traveling locally on the fort by 
taxi or bus, or traveling to farther 
points by plane, train or bus. 


ON FAMILY HOUSING for the 
incoming men, a “wait-and-see” at- 
titude was adopted. Although 500 
new housing units have been ap- 
proved, on-post family housing for 
officers and non-commissioned 
men now consists of about 3000, 
or about 48% of the total require- 
ment. Before coming to Lewis, the 
men were discouraged from bring- 
ing their wives and children, to 
give them a chance to find homes 
for them before they arrive. 

It is expected that there will be 
a gradual and orderly influx of 
families as residences are estab-

only those who had completed 
five-sixths of an oversea tour 
would get credit for one. 

The regulation also provided that 
men returning from a full tour 
area (Europe) would not be sent 
back if they had less than six 
months to serve when their emer- 
gency leave was over. But six 
months is only one-sixth of a 36- 
month tour. Thus returnees did 
receive credit for a full tour. 

The Army reports that it costs 
$100 to send a man who had been 
back from overseas to the United 
States on emergency leave back to 
Europe, $150 to send him back to 
Korea. MATS flight is used in both 
instances, where 90 days service 
or less remains. Where more than 
90 days remains, air or surface 
transportation is to be used. 

The costs will be offset, the Army 
says, by the increase in efficiency 
of units getting back men who are 
experienced in their jobs and know 
the area to which they are assigned. 
Unit efficiency will also be in- 
creased because commanders will 
not have to make do with less 
strength than authorized while 
waiting for a replacement, nor will 
they have to devote time to break- 
ing in.a greater proportion of green 
replacements than normally. 

The change in policy, which will 
eventually appear as a printed 
change to the regulation, is effec- 
tive immediately. The language of 
the change is quoted in the mes- 
sage. 





lished and housing becomes avail-

The call-up of the 32d Red Ar- 
row Division from Wisconsin, to- 
gether with .its fillers, alone in- 
volved an estimated 13,748 men. 
The estimated payroll for this di- 
vision is in the neighborhood of 
$2.5 million each month.

DURING fiscal year 1961, which 
ended 30 June, the military and 
civilian payroll exceeded $60 mil- 
lion; procurement and contracts 
for food, fuel, communications and 
other supplies, $8 million; payrolls 
and purchases for non-appropriated 
fund activities amounted to an- 
other $18.5 million, and more than 
$1 million subsidy was paid local 
school districts. 

Some of the annual local pur- 
chases included 1,788,000 loaves 
of bread; 8,220,000 quarts of milk; 
650,000 quarts of ice cream; and 
as Army Times was told, “If the 
hot dogs consumed in one month 
were laid end-to-end, they would 
stretch from Fort Lewis to Mt. 
Everett, and needless to say, there 
will be an appreciable gain in all 
of these requirements.”

Whither Foreign 
Liquor Profits? 


KOREA: Frequently we are ori- 
ented officially on many of the very 
realistic “fringe benefits” of being 
a member of the great Army fra- 
ternity, and unofficially we have 
come to look upon certain niceties 
of being abroad in or with the 
Army in the same vein. 

Among these niceties may be 
listed. inexpensive. and _ interest- 
ing travel in foreign countries, the 
availability of reasonably priced 
foreign manufactured radios and 
cameras—and the privilege of pur- 
chasing foreign brand distilled 
liquors. It is on this latter item 
that I wish to focus attention. 

Several months ago, in imple- 
menting a Presidential edict limit- 
ing off-shore purchasing, we were 
informed that spirits of foreign 
origin—French, Canadian, Scotch, 
etc.—would no longer be available 
as a bulk-sales item. 

Approximately one month ago we 
were advised that there had been 
some relaxation in the plan, and 
further that, for instance, the min- 
imum price for Scotch whiskey 
would be $3.75 for most of the 
brands previously sold at less than 
$2 per bott’e.. Most of the higher- 
priced brands would be sold at 
previously quoted prices. 

I believe that the prices from 
the distributors has remained about 
the same for most.of the brands. 

It may be calculated, based on 
the inclosed price list, that the 
retail price by bottle of most of 
these. whisk'es is approximately 
two do'lars in excess of the bottle 
price based on case lot prices. 


For instance, 12 bottles of John- 
nie Walker Red Label or White 
Horse sell to clubs at $14.40 per 
case or $1.20 per bottle; the retail 
price is $3.75—a profit of $2.55. 
It is believed that the locker fund 
makes a slight profit on beverages 
sold by the case. 

Were the federal government re- 
ceiving the major part of this prof- 
Lit as revenue tax to support the 
cold war effort, I could understand 
the increase. If the administrative 
overhead cost of retailing one bot- 
tle of whiskey is $2.55, there must 
be something wrong with the ad- 
ministrative handling. 

If the increased cost is a penalty 
for the man who likes to drink 
Scotch, then we have lost another 
“fringe benefit”.

Clears Record 


On the Seventh 


UNION CITY, N.J.: As a sub- 
scriber of long standing I have 
taken offense to an article in 
your 16 September issue. The ar- 
ticle “The Dandy Little War” in 
the “Only in the Army” column 
by Dudley C. Gould states that: 

“The day after war was declared 
against Spain the New York State 
National Guard met to vote on 
whether or not it would consent 
to fight on the terms offered by 
the federal government. To its 
eternal shame, one regiment de- 
clined, one of the most publicized 
units in the nation, whose mem- 
bers were the sons of wealthy and 
aristocratic New Yorkers.” 

As a-member of the 7th Regi- 
ment, I assure you I know about 
this incident and I am not plagued 
with “eternal shame.” I wouid 
like to state the facts relating to 
this incident. 

To understand it, one’ must re- 
member that for all of its life the 
7th had rigorously followed the 
principle of selecting its officers 
from among its own enlisted men— 
a principle possible, of course, 
only if the quality of recruits is 
constantly maintained on a high 
level. Its ranks were full and its 
morale excellent. It was well 
equipped. 

When war with Spain over af- 
fairs in Cuba seemed imminent, the 
colonel formally placed the regi- 
ment at the disposal of the Presi- 
dent of the United States for any 
services that might be required. 
Today this would appear absurd, 
but in 1898 the 7th was a militia 
regiment whose members were 
not required to serve more than 
three months on active duty unless 
they volunteered to do otherwise. 
Even so, the regiment had, in ef- 
fect, gone over the head of its 
real commander, the governor of 
New York. 

The results of this action were 
not long in coming. A week after 
war was declared orders came 
from its brigade commander call- 
ing for individual volunteers and 
making it apparent that the 7th 
would be broken up and its volun- 
teers distributed in other units 
under other officers, a conclusion 
which subsequent correspondence 
did not dispel. Col. Daniel Apple- 
ton did all within his power to dis- 
cover the plans of the state au- 
thorities but to no avail. 

In the end the men voted 
unanimously not to volunteer as 
individuals but to go where and 
when the regiment, as such, might 
be ordered. Such orders never 
came and the 7th stayed at home. 

Unfortunately, because of a 
silence enforced by state authority, 
the full facts did not reach the} 
press and the regiment was wide- 
ly accused of cowardice. In pa- 
rades following the war it, was 
roundly booed and spit upon and 
even some of its own members 
severed their connection with its 
ranks, 

Although the regiment was com- 
plimented later by President 
Roosevelt, Secretary Taft and nu- 
merous others, not until World 
War I was the New York press 
disposed to write favorably about 
it, if it wrote at all. 

How the writer can talk of 
“eternal shame,” in reference 
to one small political incident, 
when the 7th Regiment (now 107 
Inf. NYARNG) has_ served its 
country and state so faithfully for 
the last 155 years is beyond my 
comprehensinon. I hope my :state- 
ment of the facts will spur the 
author to do a little more research 
before he writes his articles.

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Fort Chaffee Opens Again; Housing Is Scarce.

FORT CHAFFEE, Ark.—The biggest problem facing 
Army Reservists, National Guardsmen, and active Army 


personnel 


being assigned to re-opening Fort Chaffee is 


finding a place for their families to live. Some 400 military 
men are house hunting, but their chances of finding quarters 


are nil. 

The one set of on-post quarters 
belongs to 19th Corps CG, Maj. 
Gen. William Bullock. Housing in 
the surrounding communities is 
limited. Once a man has found 
quarters, he will find his stay at 
Chaffee “enjoyable,” according to 
post officials. Recreational facil- 
ities, both on-post and off-post, are 
excellent, schools are rated among 
the best in the southwest, and the 
climate is moderate year-round. 

With the exception of XIX Corps 
headquarters and periodic reserve 
training, the post has been inactive 
since 1958. But now, with the 
current cold war buildup, the post 
has been given major training mis- 
sion and will expend to some 17,- 
500 officers and enlisted men by 
mid-December. 

The training operation is under 
the direction of the 100th Training 
Div. which, until a month ago, was 
an Army Reserve unit based in 
Kentucky. Members are now on 
active duty to help turn the raw 
recruits into fighting men as soon 
as possible because of the Berlin 
crisis. 

* a oe 

ARRIVAL of the 100th has 
brought heavy demands for hous- 
ing on both military and local 
communities. Fort Smith, post town 
for Fort Chaffee, long in military 
tradition, has set up a special office 
to handle housing requests and 
other moving problems of Chaffee- 
bound servicemen. 

Two-column ads run regularly in 
Fort Smith’s two daily newspapers 
—the Southwest American and the 
Southwest Times Record—urging 
residents to spruce up whatever 
old barns, garages, and houses they 
may own for rental to incoming 
military personnel. “The Fort 
Smith Chamber of Commerce begs 
your cooperation in helping to de- 
termine the type, number and cost 
of rental housing units available 
in Fort Smith and neighboring 
communities for Chaffee men.” 

Through mid-October, the C of C 
had found housing for some 800 of 
1173 families who had requested it. 

Chamber assistance in finding 
housing for Chaffee personnel 
drew praise this week from Maj. 

Gen. Dillman Rash, commander 

of the 100th Div. “We already 

feel that we are citizens of Fort 

Smith and are working on an on- 

post division of your Commun- 

ity Chest drive,” he told local 
leaders. 

Chamber leaders recognize the 
fact that the Army may keep Fort 
Chaffee open longer than the 
year’s active duty tour that 100th 












Div. personnel are scheduled to 
pull. For one thing, the Berlin 
crisis appears to be worsening and 
there aren’t too many camps left 
with the training facilities of 
Chaffee. 

* ~ 

TO HELP SOLVE the housing 
problem which a continuous oper- 
ation. of Chaffee would cavse, the 
Fort Smith C of C—with Congres- 
sional assistance—has launched a 
campaign to get the Army to build 
on-base units for its personnel so 
they won’t have to rely on the com- 
munity for housing. 

“The military should have every- 
thing on-post, housing, movies, 
commissaries, exchanges, and so 
on, so that if the post should ever 
close again the community won’t 
suffer economically as it did in 
1959 when the post closed,” a 
Chamber official said. 

Fort Smith has plenty of “for 
sale” units. Since the reserve per- 
sonnel are expected to be on active 
duty for only a year they want to 
rent for their families—not to buy. 

Since Fort Chaffee closed in 
1958, Fort Smith has launched a 

campaign to attract new industry 
to take up the economic slack 
which the post’s closing created. 
Chamber records show that when 
the fort closed 1053 jobs at the 
post also ended. 

Since 1958, Fort Smith has 
been one of the hottest spots for 
industrial locations in the nation, 
landing several sizeable plants, 
including Norge—the largest in- 
dustrial plant to be built in the 
United States in 1960. 

Employees who have arrived in 
Fort Smith to man the new and 
expanding factories have taken up 
all of the available “for rent” 
housing. With the re-opening of 
Chaffee, housing has become a 
critical item here.

FORT SMITH loves the Army. 
The local Chamber is one of the 
few such organizations in the 
country to endorse the operation 
of exchanges and commissiaries on- 
post for military members and 
their dependents. Many local fami- 
lies and churches invite service- 
men to dinner during Thanksgiving 
and Christmas. 

Fort Smith plans to re-open the 
local United Services Organization 
(USO) club to provide refresh- 
ments, weekly dances, games, and 
other recreational activities for 


Chaffee personnel—especially the 
single ones. There’s a large nurs- 
ing college in Fort Smith which

The 
post office occupies the building 
which housed the Fort Smith USO 
during the Korean War. Plans are 
under way to convert the facility 
back to a USO club once the post 
office has been relocated. 

Recreational facilities for Chaf- 
fee personnel and their dependents 
are plentiful both on-post and in 
the surrounding communities. 

The prairie and woodlands sur- 
rounding Chaffee provide many 
types of game for the hunter, 
while the mountain lakes 
and streams are a fisherman’s 
paradise. Fort Smith maintains 
over 190 acres of parks with swim- 
ming, picnicking, baseball fields, 
tennis courts, and two golf courses. 
For the less active, there are the 
Fort Smith Symphony Orchestra, 
Rodeo, and Livestock Exposition, 
and the Fort Smith Little Theater. 


Some of the more popular 
nearby creeks, for fishing, include: 
Lee creek, Clear creek, Ulberry 
creek, Petit Jean creek and the 
Poteau and Arkansas rivers. Lakes 
include: Sugarloaf lake, Lake Fort 
Smith, and Shepherd Springs, 
Ouachita, Nimrod and Blue Moun- 
tain lakes in Arkansas and Wister 
Lake and others in Oklahoma.

Fort Smith is one of the most 
centrally located points in this sec- 
tion of the country.

Oklahoma City in the west; Dallas 
and Fort Worth, Texas, to south- 
west; Shreveport, La., to the sov‘h;

Signal Expert Got 


His Start

NE of the top civilian experts in global communications, 
deeply involved with space satellites and nearly incred- 
ible electronic brains, also knows, first hand, what a combat 





signalman’s job is all about. 

Though his work now concerns | 
strategic communications on a| 
grand scale, Benedict Jacobellis, 
a West Pointer who spent a decade 
in the Army Signal Corps, has 
never forgotten the problems in- 
volved in moving a division in com- 
bat entirely by. radio, pushing a 
VHF truck up. to a company CP 
in order to “fire” a.signal up and 
over a mountain, or laying wire 
over rough. terrain under enemy 
fire. 

Now technical assistant to the

include the Silver Star. When his 
outfit’s command post near Ham- 
an, Korea, was surrounded, he vol- 
unteered to. penetrate enemy lines 
to obtain help.

“Bursting ‘through the» heavy 
hail of hostile fire; he succeeded 
in covering several miles before 
the vehicle was dstroyed by enemy 
fire and he was badly injured.

CIVIL SERVICE NOTES 





According to the Civil Service 


Commission, employes who enlist 
or are called to active duty after 
1 August 1961 will have reem- 
ployment rights in their civil serv- 
ice job for four years. 


Those who were already in mili- 
tary service as of 1 Aug. 1961 will 
have their reemployment rights 
extended four years. 

The amended law establishes 
two separate four-year limits on 
military service, one applying 
to service performed between 
June 1948 and Aug. 1961 and 
the other for service after Aug. 
1961, 

The law makes clear that an 
employe called for a pre-induction 
examination has a right to remain 
in his job until inducted. In some 

cases several months may elapse 
between pre-induction exam and 
a final decision by the. services. 
Supervisors should not try to 
hustle employes out of the job be- 
fore actual induction.

ing legislation. 

With a pay raise the number 
one legislative target of all union 
and employe groups next year, the 
collective bargaining package is 
likely to be shunted aside and it 
is doubtful if much legislation 
could be passed.

Ft.Wood QM Dept. 
Has Road Safety 


FORT LEONARD WOOD, Mo— 
Stressing “safety off the job” has 
resulted in the civilian employees 
of Post Quartermaster having 
travelled more than 2,080,000 ve- 
hicular miles for two years -with- 
out a major accident resulting in 
loss of time on the job. 

“We have more than 500 civilian 
employees in post quartermaster,” 
Col. John D. Edmunds, post quar- 
termaster officer said, “travelling 
an average of 80 miles per day, 
this amounts to a total of approxi- 
mately 8,000 vehicular miles per 
day for these employees.” 

Quartermaster employees drove 
approximately 10,000,000 passen- 
ger miles last year without a single 
major accident. 




















looking ahead, the Army can see 
that it will soon need, for exam- 
ple; air traffic controllers as the 
number of aircraft in the ROAD 
division and in use by the Army 
in the field increases. 

But for the moment, since the 
divisions have not yet been reor- 
ganized and the Army is waiting 
for airplane deliveries, there are 
not enough TOE and TD slots for 
air traffic controllers. 

For these reasons, the Army 
looks ahead and says it has.a short- 
range and a long-range need for 
men with these skills. But at the 
same time, it denies promotions to 
air traffic controllers to grade E-6 
and is just now permitting promo- 
tions (they were frozen last month) 
to E-5. 

Army officials point out that 
only when promotions remain fro- 
zen for more than one or two 
grades for several months at a time 
is there an indication that the 
Army is truly overstrength in a 
particular skill. The projections 
made on a monthly basis are a 


much better indication of what 
skills the Army needs, both im- 
mediately and over the next cou- 
ple of years. 

The quarterly projections of 
overages and understrengths in 
skills by grade are an excellent 
indication of how rapidly one can 
advance in a particular career field. 

The overstrength and shortage 
list also will permit men to de- 
termine if their overstrength skill 
is related to an understrength 
skill, so that they can pick the 
field in which they can most easily 
retrain. This can be accomplished 
by applying for school when enlist- 
ing or reenlisting or by trying to 
get approval for school and/or re- 
assignment during a hitch. 

For example, conversion from a 
193 to a 176 or from a 224 to a 
225 or a 228 should be an easy 
step to decide on and to accom- 
plish.

® Reassignment at no expense 
to the government (permissive re- 
assignment and “swaps’’). 

® Reassignment in time of war 
or national emergency. 

@ Reassignment of men _ re- 
enlisting not for their own vacancy. 

There are some other, obvious 
exceptions as, for example, men 
going from a reception station to 
a training camp. 

DA approval is required for a 
reassignment involving a transfer 
(PCS) from one station to another 
to fill up units with cadre or 
school-trained pérsonnel, to re- 
assign surplus personnel when a 
unit or station is inactivated, to 
bring an alerted unit up to TOE 
or POR strength. In most cases, 
DA wants men reassigned within 
the same post or station, even 
when reassignment is required in 
such instances as to allow a man 
to retain proficiency pay. How- 
ever; PCS will normally be author- 
ized to permit a man to continue 
to draw pro pay if he cannot be 
assigned at the current station of 
‘assignment in the PMOS for which 
pro pay has been given. 

In oversea commands, DA sets 
as its goal no PCSs after initial 
assignment to a station.

Bureau Asks 
Improved

No psychic breakthrough, the 
Qualitative Development Require- 
ments Information program puts 
the businessman in close contact 
with Army Ordnance research and 
development plans and needs. 

This operation gains some ori- 
ginal and money-saving ideas from 
the industry half of the Army-in- 
dustry team that plans and de- 
velops the Army’s missiles and 
rockets under AOMC management. 

According to Marvin Dinsmore, 
QDRI boss of the Army Ballistic 
Missile Agency, an element of 
AOMC, “Research and develop- 
ment is a big ball with a lot of 
inertia. If you can let industry in 
on your plans and they evolve, you 
can gain six months, a year, two 
years, in your program.” 

This is exactly what QDRI is de- 
signed to do, save money and save 
time. 

“You have to let people know 
what your problems are before 
they can solve them.” says Art 
Sims, QDRI chief of the Army 
Rocket and Guided Missile Agency, 
ABMA’s twin sister at Redstone 
Arsenal, Ala. 

His branch is now receiving sug- 
gestions from various firms on 
compact missilry for guerilla war- 
fare. The requirements were sent 
to more than 500 large businesses 
and 350 small businesses on the 
ARGMA QDRI list.

TO QUALIFY as a recipient of 
the Army’s thoughts, the business 
must admit qualification informa- 
tion to its Army Ordnance District. 
There are 11 such offices covering 
the entire nation. 

Company qualifications include 
necessary security clearances, evi- 
dence of research and development 


capability and a signed copy of a} 


policy agreement. 

As soon as an industry is ap- 
proved, it is notified that it will 
receive information on what the 
Army is seeking in one or more of 
the 23 fields in which it can qual- 


y. 

After a company has indicated 
interest in a problem area, the 
Army continues to assist it by mak- 
ing reports available for study, by 
technical discussions and- other 
support for industrial research. 

If industry comes up with. an 
idea that does not have application 
in Army missiles, the suggestion is 
not lost. Dinsmore, Sims and their 
staffs direct the industry to the

MANY VITAL PARTS of the 
Army’s missile systems have come 
from QDRI. The Pershing ballistic 
missile system, a selective range 
weapon being developed for Field 
Afmy use, started out as 4 qualita- 
tive material requirement and the 
Nike Zeus, the Army’s anti-missile 
missile system had many of its 
supporting research problems 
solved by QDRI. 

Although QDRI is only three 
years old, it has already proven its 
worth in ideas submitted. Of the 
926 firms in ABMA’s program, ap- 
proximately 250 ideas on 12 proj- 
ects have been received. ARGMA 
has 911 firms on its list with about 
135 ideas on four projects received. 
Some contracts for industry have 
resulted. 


Industry gains other benefits 





besides contract awards. QDRI pro- 
vides a means of following the 
Army’s thinking. Participants in 
the program are able to avoid un- 
necessary work on ideas that the 
Army is not liable to adopt. 

According to Dinsmore, “Indus- 
try can see the trend in missilry 
now. QDRI also helps small busi- 
ness to find out our problems and 
help us solve them.” 

“We are pleased with the results 
to date,” Sims says, “And we are 
looking for some unique break- 
throughs to come from this pro- 
gram in the future.” 

Industry is also pleased with the 
QDRI program. Typical of com- 
ment received was this statement 
by one major industrial partici- 
pant: “We are firmly convinced 
that the QDRI program serves an 
essential purpose in advancing the 
state of the art in weapons develop- 
ment.”

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Marshall Says 
8th Army Tops

ETIRED Brig. Gen. S. L. A. Marshall says 
in SAGA (December) that he never ex- 
pected to see an American force that had more 
fight, warmer comradeship and a stronger sense of 
duty that Gen. Pershing’s War I A.E.F. sHowever, the 
military writer says, Eighth Army in Korea matched 
Black Jack’s men in several respects and was super- 
ior in at least one. It made better use of its hard- 
ware, he says. Marshall is hard on War II soldiers, 
saying riflemen used only three bullets per day while 
on the line. Our Army of 20 years ago wasn’t up to 
the War I and Korea level, Marshall claims, because 
Army-doctrine and the processes which flow from it 
aimed too low.

Nearly 20 years have passed since the Japanese 
attack on Pearl Harbor, but the account of the -at- 
tack and events preceding it are still stimulating read- 
ing, as done by naval historian Samuel Eliot Morison.

‘Spirit Lake’ More 
Than Wild West 


SPIRIT LAKE, by MacKinlay Kantor. 
World Publishing Co., Cleveland and N.Y. $6.95.

ULITZER PRIZE winner MacKinlay Kantor has 

written a thousand page narrative which tells more 
about the settling of the West than do scores of his- 
tory books. “Spirit Lake,” a monumental history-novel 
based on more than 40 source materials, is going to 
instruct and entertain a lot of American readers dur- 
ing the coming months. And it will give many of them 
a new insight into the real life of our pioneers. 

Most of “Spirit Lake” takes place in the old Min- 
nesota Territory, now northern Iowa. Its characters 
are scores of pioneer settlers and the Indians who tried 
to fend them off. Kantor goes deeply into the daily 
living conditions of these pioneers, and he gives al- 
most equal space to the Indians. 

For the first time in this reviewer’s experience, the 
daily life of an ordinary ugly Indian squaw is made 
meaningful and realistic. She is considerably more 
than a Pocahantas, traipsing around in buckskins and 
moccasins. Kantor manages to convey her feelings and 
attitudes so realistically that most readers are going 
to feel that this is the way it must have been. 

For hundreds of pages, the book traces the lives of 
the pioneers and the Indians, leading toward the sad 
inevitable climax. When the 1857 Indian raid against 
the white settlements finally gets under way, Kantor 
spares no details—starkly described are the fear, the 
slaughter, the rape, the senseless burning, butchery 
and vandalism, the shock suffered by the few surviv- 
ors. He also makes some sense out of the Indians’ ap- 
parently senseless behavior. As the book ends, some 
of the surivors just give up, others begin to rebuild, 
still others push their way westward, this time with- 
out their loved ones. : 

“Spirit Lake” is a long, sometimes rambling story 
full of violence and savagery. But it also has interest- 
ing people, occasional bits of humor and thousands of 
details of the lives of the forthright Americans who 
built a nation. ; 


This Could Be Handy 


ANYONE CAN LIVE OFF THE LAND, 
by James Ralph Johnson, Longmans, Green 
and Co., Inc., New York. $2.95.

ON’T pity the poor politician if he has to eat crow. 

And don’t shed tears about poor Gen. Robert Lee 
munching parched corn (pinole). Both crow and pinole 
are excellent foods, according to the author, a Marine 
major and former field executive for the Boy Scouts 
of America. 

This is an exciting book for the armchair woods- 
man as well as a practical guide for camper or the 
novice who might become lost (the book gives you 
tips on how to find your location) from 20th century 
civilization. 

Major Johnson candidly reveals some hard-earned 
experience learned from his boyhood days in Alabama, 
and from briefing pilots on survival procedures in the 
Korean War. He tells of making acorn meal for pan- 
cakes (like his grandparents did in the Civil War); of 
using fish-poisoning trees; cleansing wounds with te- 
baceo nicotine; and how to use the elder leaf to 
neutralize poison ivy (and don’t stand in the smoke 
from burning ivy, if you value your. eyesight). 

With this book in his knapsack, any camper can 
confidently face the wilderness and enjoy all kinds 
of luxuries, such as marinaded rabbit, baked pawpaws, 
and persimon pudding. The 121-page book points out 
the fun of learning to use the woods from boyhood toe 
adulthood.

No-Nonsense Music. 
By Braff-Brown

UBY BRAFF, an excellent trumpet player, is now play- 
ing cornet. As pleasing as the thinner—perhaps more 
precise—sound of a cornet may be to some old timers who 
remember Bix Beiderbecke, some of us prefer the depth, wider 
range of volume and fatter sound of a trumpet, particularly when 
played by Braff. 

Braff is playing the cornet now to prove himself a team player, 
I suppose. He is co-leader of the Ruby Braff-Marshall Brown Sex- 
tet and apparently Braff and Brown feel that a cornet blends with 
a valve trombone and tenor saxophone better than a trumpet woud. 
They may be right. Certainly this skillful, no-nonsense group gets a 
good, well-balanced sound . 

Brown, best known for his instruction and leadership of youth 
bands, plays the valve trombone and very well, too, as the group’s 
new record proves (The Ruby Braff-Marshall Brown Sextet, United 
Artist 4093). And those who know Brown only as the energetic, 
prancing leader of youth bands might be delightfully surprised with 
his relaxed but vigorous manner of playing. 

The LP also introduces Braff as a singer and although he is 
not going to rival Jack Teagarden (who is?) Ruby’s voice is pleas- 
ant and appealing. As might be expected, his approach to singing 
is a rhythmic and musically wise one. 

Ruby sings “You’re Lucky To Me” (the old tune written by 
Eubie Blake, still going strong in his seventies as a ragtime-influ- 
enced stride-styled pianist and composer), “I Got It Bad” by Duke 
Ellington, “Like Someone in Love” and “Easy Living,” the last one 
a song familiar to jazz enthusiasts because of the way Billie Hol- 
iday sang it. 

Tenor man Tom Newsom, who plays well in the Lester Young 
tradition and was once a member of the crack Air Force Dance 
Band, is the other horn in the front line. The drumming of Buzzy 
Drootin is characterized by good time and good taste throughout 
and the rhythm section is rounded out by guitarist Howard Collins 
and bass player Don Kenney. (Bill Crow, a deservedly popular bass 
player with a variety of top-rank musicians, has since replaced 
Kenney in the Braff-Brown band.) 

“Cinnamon Kisses,” a bouncy, whistleable piece written by 
Brown, opens the album and indicates at once a similarity between 
the controlled, head-arranged but still free spirit of this talented 
sextet and the Goodman Sextet of 20 years ago. 

There are no “new” sounds here, if that is what you seek. No 
fugues, just plain jazz music, as Braff might say. Judging from this 
LP, the Braff-Brown Sextet is one of the few current organized jazz 
combos that I would go out of my way to hear.

NEW ONES BY ANITA AND PEGGY: There are only a hand- 
ful of female singers who are not out of place singing with a jazz 
band.

“Port Royal was the most im- 
portant Union success of 1861”—

S° WROTE two professors of the 

Naval Academy in their history 
of the U.S. Navy. The importance 
of the capture of Forts Walker and 
Beauregard at the entrance of Port 
Royal Sound, S. C., 7 Nov. 1861, 
was in establishing the Union 
blockade against Confederate 
shipping. 

Capt. Samuel F. Du Pont, in 
command of the South Atlantic 
Squadron, left Hampton Roads, 
Va., with 17 cruisers, convoying 
about 12,000 Army troops in some 
50 vessels. The warships passed 
Fort Walker under fire at about 
800 yards, then circled in an ellipse 
and passed again at 600 yards. On 
the third passing Fort Walker had 
been silenced. The Army troops 
landed and found it deserted. Fort 
Beauregard was vacated without 
resistance, and was occupied next 
morning by the Army. Casualties 
were slight. 

Forts Clark and Hatteras, N. C., 
had been captured in August. With 
the fall of Port Royal Sound the 
effectiveness of the blockadé had 
provided an estimated chance of 
capture of about one in 10 vessels. 
Later victories along the Atlantic 
Coast by 1864 increased the chance 
of capture to one in three.

these days. 

It’s now an elm-shaded museum 
containing a large collection of 
relics that reflects the changing 
face of the Virginia installation 
over nearly a century. 

With the Civil War Centennial 
already making news, the museum 
possesses a collection of relics that 
should stir the interest of most 
Civil War period zealots. 

Fort Myer’s Civil War days have 
provided the former “smithy” shop 
with a good collection of fire arms 
and field equipment, including 
cannon balls, muskets and car- 
tridges, swords, pistols and field 
tourniquets. 

A continuous narrative relates 
the story of the displays. 

Visitors are informed that Presi- 
dent Abraham Lincoln established 
the fort by directive in 1862, and 
that it was first named Fort 
Whipple. 

In one corner of the museum, a 
re-created blacksmith shop includes 
a display of saddles and harnesses 
used in the days when Fort Myer 
was the cavalry show place of the 
nation.

Some Called-Up 
Units Reshuffled

WASHINGTON—The Army 


is reorganizing certain 


Ready Reserve technical units ordered to active duty in the 
current buildup, it was learned this week. 


How extensive the reorganiza- 
tion actions will be could not be 
determined immediately in the 
Pentagon. A spokesman in the 
Army Secretary’s office said he 
had no information on such moves 
and doubted if they were wide- 
spread. 

So far, there has been only 
one ‘official report. At Camp 
Lee, Va., seven Army Reserve 
quartermaster units from six 
different states have been inac- 
tivated and the personnel reas- 
signed into two newly activated 
quartermaster battalions. 

Also, according to an _ uncon- 
firmed report, certain Utah Na- 
tional Guard units ordered to ac- 
tive duty in the Fifth Army area 
are scheduled to be reorganized. 

+o + - 


THE REPORTS could stir up one 
of the oldest controversies that 
has - bedeviled relations between 
the active and reserve forces, the 
question of “unit integrity.” In 
past wars, Guardsmen and reserv- 
ists have complained that units 
sent to active duty as a team were 
promptly broken up and the in- 
dividuals scattered to new assign- 
ments in other units. Following 
demobilization, the reserve com- 
penents have had to create new 
units “starting from. scratch.” 

Leaders point out that a cer- 
tain amount of “turbulence” is to 
be expected on active duty tours 
due to pressing military needs. 
However, the Army some years 
ago adopted the policy that unit 
integrity would be preserved as 
far as possible. 

An important factor in support 
of the policy is the danger that 
the reserve forces structure might 
be. unable to supply combat-ready 
units of the type needed in a sub- 
sequent emergency if units are 
broken up while on active duty 
and the members released as in- 
dividuals at the end of the tour. 

Other factors which weigh heav- 
ily with planners carrying out a 
reorganization of reserve forces 
not on active duty are the loca- 
tions of armories and the proxim- 
ity of potential unit members.

Army, Air Force in Hassle 
Over Recognition of AGs 


WASHINGTON—The Army and 
Air Force appear to be in a hassle 
over federal recognition standards 
for adjutants general, with the 
outcome not likely to be decided 
for some months.to come. Changes 
to National Guard Regulation 20-2 
have been held up until the issue 
is decided. 

Both the Army and Air Force 
have agreed to changes in the pro- 
motion standards which would al- 
low colonels or generals to be 
federally recognized in the grade 
of brigadier general or major gen- 
eral while in office. 

However, the two components 
diffet sharply on the grades to be 
awarded officers or former officers 
appointed te the state AG position 
with a permanent or temporary 
grade below colonel. The Air 
Force would promote AGs in this 
category one grade while the Army 
would recognize him only in high- 
est grade previously held. 

The promotion standards hassle 
flared this week when the Air Re- 
serve Forces Policy Committee 

“reluctantly accepted” a  four- 

point program, recommended by 
the Air Staff, governing federal 
recognition standards for AG ap- 
pointments. 

The Air Committee noted that 
the selection and appointment of 
persons to the position of AG are 
functions of the governor of the 
state concerned. However, the 
committee said it questioned “the 
feasibility of continuing to feder- 
ally recognize such persons in the 
grade in which appointed by the 
state, without regard to military 
or professional qualifications.

@ Upon termination of appoint- 
ment as AG, an officer who has so 
served shall be eligible for federal 
recognition in the grade held by 
him as a reserve officer immedi- 
ately prior to AG appointment, or 
other such action as is appropriate 
under 10 USC 381 

The Air Committee recommend- 
ed that Defense Department study 
differences in the positions of the 
Army and Air Force in regard to 
promotion of officers below the 
rank of colonel. The Air Commit- 
tee recommendations for below- 
colonel appointments are identical 
to those of the Army Staff Com- 
mittee on Reserve Policy. The 
Army Secretariat knocked the one- 
rank advancement out and recom- 
mended that AGs below colonel be 
accorded federal recognition only 
in the highest grade held. 

The Air Committee noted that 
regulations are now vague with re- 
spect to qualifications for AG ap- 
pointments, requiring only that the 
person be duly appointed to an au- 
thorized position and grade, and 
that he not be over the maximum 
age of 65. 





Six Month 
Plan Ups 
Age Limit 


WASHINGTON The 
Army plans to allow the re- 
serve components to recruit 
men for the six months 
ae program up to age 


The decision, expected to be an- 
nounced in a few days, will elim- 
inate the age 20 restriction and 
allow the reserves to step up their 
recruitment of non-prior service- 
men, 

Both the Army Reserve and 
Army National Guard have com- 
plained to the Army staff that the 
age-20 limitation on six-month re- 
cruitment was having a “noticeable 
effect” on their strength. 

The limitation was established in 
September because of the Berlin 
crisis to prevent young men of 
draft age from joining the Army 
Reserve or National Guard to es- 
cape the draft. 

The Army also was attempting 
to limit the number of non-veter- 
ans volunteering in units which 
it may call to active duty because 
of growing world problems. 

Maj. Gen. William H. Harrison, 
president of the National Guard 
Association, told the group’s re- 
cent 83d general conference that 
it will not. be possible to maintain 
the Guard’s 400,000 authorized lev- 
el unless the age limit is boosted. 

Army Secretary Elvis Stahr 
promised NGA delegates that he 
would take another look at the 
age restrictions on six-month re- 
cruitment.

THE PENTAGON found that Se- 
lective Service is drafting no mena 
below age 20. In changing policy, 
the Army feels that the reserve 
components should be given an 
opportunity te recruit men between 
20 and 22 who have little chance 
of being grabbed during the cur- 
rent emergency unless draft catis 
are substantially increased. 

Secretary Stahr, in his NGA 
speech, also promised guard and 
reserve leaders more six month 
training quotas in fiscal year 1968 
“to pick up those men which you 
have lost” because of the current 
freeze on both six month training 
recruitment and training. 

There has been talk that the 
Army plans to lift its ban on 
training of six-month men at ac- 
tive Army installations sooner thaa 
the 31 December deadline. The 
Army said the ban still continues 
except for some specialized train-. 
ing. The Army closed active Army 
facilities for reserve training back 
in September for a four-month pe- 
riod, in order to handle the many 
draftees entering service. 





Defense Department Writes 
New Screening Regulation 


WASHINGTON — The Defense 
Department is preparing a new 
directive for the military services 
to establish uniform policies on 
Ready Reserve screening, delays 
and exemptions from recall. 

Experience in the current limit- 
ed mobilization, it is indicated, has 
pointed up the need to define terms 
more exactly and draw clearer lines 
on when each rule will operate and 
when it will halt. Proposed word- 
ing of the new directive is. not yet 
settled, it was reported this week, 
but informed officials outlined the 
policies as follows: 

® Screening of the Ready Re- 
serve members (under AR 135-133 
for Army personnel) will cease 
upon the units’ receipt of alert 
orders for active duty. 

® Individuals granted a post- 
ponement of their reporting date 





for up to 30 days will be reported 
as “delayed.” Those granted a post- 
ponement of longer than 30 days 
will be deemed “exempted” — 
with certain exceptions. In most 
cases, for example those who prove 
a personal or community hardship 
which is permanent, these men 
will be discharged or transferred 
to the Standby Reserve. 

The exceptions will include high 
schoo! students who are permitted 
to remain civilians until they grad- 
uate, reach age 20 or 12 months 
from the date of enlistment, which- 
ever comes first. 

Those who are transferred to 
the Standby Reserve in an inactive 
status will not be permitted to 
earn retirément points or retura 
to Ready Reserve status until] they 
have served on active duty for mere 
than six months. 
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New Physical Fitness 
Test to Apply to OCS 





WASHINGTON—National Guard applicants must now 
pass the Army’s new physical fitness tests before selection 
to an active Army officer candidate school (OCS), the Na- 
tional Guard Bureau announced this week in a revision of 


NGR 46. 


The new fitness standards will 
be required of all future Army 
Guard OCS applicants. They do not 
apply to citizen-soldier admissions 
at any of the 47 state-operated 
OCSs, the Bureau said. The states 
set their own standards for their 
programs. 

The Army conducts two programs 
open to Guard OCS applicants. One 
is the regular course which has 
limited spaces for Guardsmen. The 
other program, shorter in length, 
is run especially for citizen-soldiers. 
Both courses are run in two phases. 
The infantry phase is conducted at 
Fort Benning, Ga., while artillery 
applicants go to Fort Sill, Okla. 

The NG requires all OCS ap- 
plicants to undergo the new physi- 
cal fitness test within one month of 
appearing before the officer candi- 
date school examining board. Ap- 
plicants must score at least 300 in 
the Physical Combat Proficiency 
Test (PCPT) to be accepted, the 
Bureau said. 

The new PCPT, spelled out in de- 
tail in last week’s Army Times, 
requires agility, coordination, 
strength and endurance. The five 
events in PCPT, and minimum ac-

Fallout Shelter Studied 


YUMA TEST STATION, Ariz. 
— Operation limitations of a 
“portable” fallout shelter de- 
signed to protect bulldozer oper- 
ators from residual radiation in 
the field is being studied by the 
Engineer Test Activity at Yuma 
Test Station. 

Radiation tests were made 
earlier at Fort Belvoir, Va., 
where the protective cab had 
been designed by the Army 
Corps of Engineers Laboratory.

Claims Top 
Trailer Park 


HEMET, Calif. — Califor- 
nia lays claim to being the 
true home of mobile housing 
with over 22% of the nation’s 
total sales. But Florida and 
Arizon:z were the first states to 
have mobile home subdivisions. 

Now Hemet, with its Sierra 
Estates, will soon boast what many 
authorities consider to be the fin- 
est mobile home park or mobile 
home subdivision in the world.

Retirement Budget Costs 
Bring Up Some Problems 


By STEVE TILLMAN 


WASHINGTON—Certain Administration officials pri- 
marily concerned with the federal budget, present and future, 
are asking questions about the retirement budget for the 


armed services, not previously con- 
sidered openly by members of Con- 
gress. These questions range the 
wide area of different requirements 
for retirement eligibility.

If the enlisted man has less than 
10 years of active duty he must 
serve a total of 30 years, counting 
active duty and time on the retired 
list, before he may be advanced to 
the highest gradé in which he 
served on active duty for not less 
than six months. 

Then there is still another group 
that hopes for congressional attea- 
tion. These are the one-time of- 
ficer-enlisted men with split serv- 
ice. In other words, the commis- 
sioned service was in one service 
but the retirement is from another. 
The law says they will be advanced 
to the highest officer grade, but 
the Pentagon has not done so.

THE REAL worry of the budget 
people on these questions has to 
do with the way in which the re- 
tired pay is computed. They point 
out that before March 1942 inac- 
tive Reserve and National Guard 
duty counted 50 percent for pay 
purpose and active duty 100 per- 
cent. Then the pay act of March 
1942 gave full time for pay pur- 
poses for inactive duty the same as 
is credited for full time active 
duty.

In computing retired pay the 
years of service credit are multi- 
plied by the number of years cred- 
ited for pay purposes. Thus, a 
career officer with only 20 years of 
active duty would retire at 50 per- 
cent whereas the retiring officer 
with an additional credit of 10 
years inactive duty would retire at 
75 percent. 

Budget officials say very frank- 
ly that it is not equitable to give 
the same pay credit for inactive 
time that the government gives for 
full around-the-clock active duty. 

It is possible that Congress may 
be asked to take a look at this 
situation with the idea of going 
back to 50 percent pay credit for 
inactive duty time.

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Lawmaker Asks Mandatory 
Commissions for Some EM

The Army should make officers out of talented reservists now being 
ordered to active duty as enlisted men, a congressman urged last week. 


Rep. Emilio Q. 


Daddario (D., Conn.), in a letter to Army Secretary Elvis Stahr, said enlisted reservists 


who have the talent and ability to 
become officers should be selected 
for a mandatory officer training 
program. 

The lawmaker said it is his con- 
viction that “we are in a continu- 
ing cold war and that a re- 
examination of policies covering 
the commissioning of young Amer- 
icans is in order.” 

Otherwise, he said, Army poli- 
cies may continue the waste of 
manpower he said he noticed 
during his own service in the 
Korean War. 

“The crux of the problem,” 
said Daddario, “is that the Army, 
and all the services, still rely al- 
most entirely on voluntary moti 
vation in the selection of officer 
material. Although voluntary en- 
listment was given up in every 
war we have fought and essen- 
tially given up for good in 1940, 
except as an additional means of 
securing recruits, we still restrict 
the selection of officers to those 
who volunteer to undergo certain 
training programs of extended 
duration and accept an obligation 
exceeding that which would nor- 
mally apply to them.”

UNDER  Daddario’s proposal, 
certain enlisted men would be se- 
lected involuntarily for officer 
training, but they wouldn’t acquire 
an obligation to serve any addi- 
tional period of active duty. 

Army Officials declined formal 
comment on the proposal until ‘it 
has been thoroughly studied. How- 
ever, one officer noted that the 
involuntary feature would be con 
trary to the basic principles of 
military leadership followed by 
the Army throughout its history 

Officers questioned by Army 

Times agreed, unofficially, that 
individuals might be compelled 
to undergo the training, and in 
effect, might even be compe'led 
to function as an Officer. But 
it would be easy for the man 
to drag his feet and be eliminat- 








ed if he did not want to suc- 
ceed, and without such desire 
his value as an officer would be 
slight. 

It was pointed out that creation 
of such a new program would place 
an additional load on present train- 
ing personnel and facilities. The 
need would have to be established 
through long-range studies with a

Daddario proposed a program in 
which men would be screened, 
“once their basic training was 
completed,” to determine those 


with leadership potential on the, 


basis of intelligence quotients and 
“appropriate testing.” 

Then, those who qualified would 
be sent to an officer training 
course of 90 to 120 days in branch 
specialties. The top graduates 
would be continued, following com- 
missioning, in appropriate branch 
schools while others would be as- 
signed to troop duty. 

At the end of the year for which 
they were called to service, they 
would be offered an option of fur- 
ther active duty for a limited pe- 
riod, or return to civilian life for 
duty as junior officers in reserve 
or National Guard units. A mini- 
mum of five years total duty would 
be observed in all cases.

THIS PROGRAM would supple 
ment the present training in ROTC 
and service academies, Daddario 
suggested. “It would add _ im- 
measurably to the base of trained 
leadership which is needed if this 
emergency should continue or ex- 


pand,” he wrote to Secretary

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‘Ohio OCS Trains Officers Since 1957 


COLUMBUS, Ohio—Ohio, 
while not the first to offer the 
National Guard state officer 
candidate course prepared by 
the Army’s Infantry School, 
was an early bird in the pro- 
gram. The Ohio Army Na- 
tional Guard officer candi- 
date school opened and was 
accredited at Fort Hayes, Co- 
lumbus, 1 March 1957. 


Since that time the school has 
enrolled 513 officer candidates in 
seven classes and has graduated 
271, with 77 remaining enrolled in 
Class VII. Classes VIII, IX, and 
X are scheduled to start during 
the winter of 1961-1962. 

The Ohio approach follows the 
resident service school pattern of 
conducting . several classes per 
year. Each level of training is 
held on a separate weekend as- 
sembly. Should a student through 
illness or for academics, and/or 
leadership deficiencies fail to keep 
up with the standards of his class, 
this student may be “set-back” to 
repeat a quarter and then to con- 
tinue with that class if the de- 
ficiencies have been corrected. It 
normally takes 10 months to com- 
plete the course of 247 academic 
haurs plus some 58 hours of tacti- 
cal officer's time. 

Attendance at the National 
Guard state OCS does not relieve 
the individual of his responsibility 
to attend scheduled drills with his 
parent unit. The school also ex- 
pects from 200 to 400 hours of 
home study from each student.

THE MINIMUM requirement for 
enrollment is one year in the Army 
National Guard, of which six 
months is active duty training; 
20+ years of age (maximum age 
28 upon graduation); high school 
graduate, and score of 74 or higher 
on the AFQT test. 

Needless to add, the applicant 
must be physically qualified and 
acceptable for commission upon 
completion and possess a clear rec- 
ord. Very few are ever enrolled 
with just the minimum qualifica- 
tions. 

Each candidate must be highly 
recommended by his unit com- 
mander and pass at least one 
screening and_ selection board. 
Above all he must be motivated 
to accept rugged OCS training. 
Rugged meaning academic train- 
ing, physical exercise, psychologi- 
cal pressure and “constructive 
criticism.”

NO, IT IS NOT EASY. Any- 

thing worthwhile normally _re- 








quires some effort and sacrifice. 
The opportunity to qualify for a 
commission in the Army National 
Guard is no _ exception, even 
though attendance at this type 
OCS may be accomplished with 
little or no interference with such 
civilian pursuits as college stu 
dents, school teachers, engineers. 
salesmen, or other professions or 
occupations. All of those who en- 
roll do not make the grade. Of 
each 10 well-qualified students 
who enroll, four normally fall by 
the wayside. 


The six who stay will have 
demonstrated their ability and 
fortitude to accomplish the goal, 
the shining gold bar of the second 
lieutenant. 

The Ohio Army National Guard 
Officer candidate school is or- 
ganized and operated as an inde- 
pendent activity under the Adju- 
tant General of Ohio. The schvol 
maintains its own barracks, of- 
fices, supply rooms and equip- 
ment. It shares class rooms and 
drill areas with other units and 
activities of both the National 
Guard and Army Reserve located 
at Fort Hayes. The school is 
rationed on a reimbursable basis 
with the U.S. Army garrison 
mess. 

The academic board, appointed 
by Maj. Gen. Loren G. Windom, 
the Adjutant General of Ohio, 
meets annually and advises the 
Adjutant General on school mat- 
ters. The president of the aca- 
demic board, Brig. Gen. Howard 
F. Haines (CG, 37th Div. Arty.), 
also acts as school director.

Tactical officers are selected on 
the basis of one tactical officer per 
platoon of not more than 25 stu- 
dents. All tactical officers are re- 
quired to be graduates of a regu- 
lar resident OCS or the state OCS 
and must be qualified by atten- 
dance at a resident basic branch 
service school. 

The school staff consists of se- 
lected officers and enlisted men 
from National Guard units who 
serve the school in positions com. 
mensurate with their particular 
specialty, as required. 

The staff and faculty usually 
serve the school on a state active 
duty status. 

The assistant senior Army ad- 
visor, Lt. Col. Earle W. Schroeder, 
and two other officers from the 
advisor group, are assigned as an 
additional duty, as faculty ad- 
visors.

THE OHIO NG-OCS program of 
instruction includes 238 academic 
hours of the 267 total hours con- 
tained in the National Guard state 
officer candidate school program of 
instruction prepared by the In- 
fantry, School at Benning.

WASHINGTON — Defense 
Department will push legisla- 
tion next year to place the 
National Guard’s 35,000 Army 
and Air technicians under 
federal civil service retire- 
ment. 


Defense recommendations, now 
being written, will be submitted 
to Congress later this year as a 
report to HR-7276. This measure, 
introduced by Rep. David N. Hend- 
erson (D., N.C.) would also allow 
Guard technicians to participate 
in federal civil service group life 
insurance and health insurance 
programs. 

At present, technicians in only 
a few states have retirement bene- 
fits. Technicians in the employ of 
the District of Columbia are al- 
ready under federal civil service 
retirement, but that’s because of 
their federal status. Technicians in 
the states are considered state em- 
ployees even though they are paid 
from federal funds. 

The Henderson measure is ex- 
pected to be “vigorously opposed” 
by the Civil Service Commission, 
which maintains that only federal 
employees should participate in 
the CS retirement program. CSC 
fought the idea of putting NG 
technicians under their program 
several years ago and is expected 
to lead the fight again this time. 

The House Post Office and Civil 
Service committee plans to hold 
hearings on the Henderson pro- 
posal early next year.

Army’‘s Newest Helicopter 


PHILADELPHIA—The Army’s new medium tactical transport helicopter, the Chi- 


nook HC-1B, was flown for the first time publicly here on 18 October.

Said to be one of the most pow- 
erful copters in «the U.S., the 
Chinook is being developed for the 
Army by the Air Force System 
Command’s Aeronautical systems 
division. 

Vertol has an order for 28 of 
the 51-foot copters. The Army has 
announced that it hopes to acquire 
several hundred Chinooks before 
1970. 

The newest Army copter is de- 
signed to carry the Pershing mis- 
sile or 33 fully equipped troops 
into regions normally inaccessible 
to the Caribou, the Chinook’s fixed 
wing counterpart. 

Vertol officials point out that 
the copter can be used for other 
purposes. As a medical evacua- 
tion vehicle, the Chinook carries

POWER PLANTS for the 
Chinook are two Lycoming T-55 
engines. They each produce 2200 
shaft horse-power and help the 
Chinook cruise at 150 miles per 
hour. 

Like other twin-turbine Boeing 
copters, the Chinook has a straight- 
in rear loading ramp for men, 
vehicles and other loads. The ramp, 
which is hydraulically operated, 
can be left open in flight so that 
loads, longer than the 30-foot cabin 
can be carried. 

Boeing Vertol boasts that the air- 
craft can be used as a flying crane 
for lifting externally carried loads. 
A cargo hook is installed in the 
bottom of the Chinook fuselage. 

Top speed of the Chinook is said 
to be 175 mph.

Boeing Vertol is working on the 
Chinook under three contracts.

Early this year, the Army 
awarded the company a $26 million 
follow-on award for 18 Chinooks. 

The Army expects the first

Nike Zeus 
By Masers 


HUNTSVILLE, Ala.—Maser and 
Twistor are not little green men 
scrutinizing the earth from saucer- 
shaped, extra galactic vehicles. 

They are some of the startling 
technical breakthroughs made by 
the Army-industry team develop- 
ing the Nike Zeus anti-missile mis- 
sile system. 

Were it not for the necessity for 
development of an active defense 
against intercontinental _ ballistic 
missiles, these electronic marvels 
would not have attained the pres- 
ent state of development, nor 
would the possibilities of their use 
in business and industry be the ex- 
citing reality they are. 

The solid state maser makes pos- 
sible extremely low noise receiv- 
ers to detect and amplify radar sig- 


Space Age 
Shorthand 
Edits Data 


WASHINGTON — Space short- 
hand, a new method of trans- 
mitting large quantities of space 
data in compact form, is being 
developed by scientists at IBM, 
according to Dr. Herman Blasbalg 
of the Federal Systems Division’s 
Communications Systems Center. 

Speaking before the Washing- 
ton Chapter of the Institute of 
Radio Engineers Professional 
Group on Space Electronics and 
Telemetry here last week, Dr. 
Blasbalg described the technique 
as “data compaction.” 

IBM scientists have been study- 
ing data compaction and similar 
communications techniques to help 
reduce broadcast equipment. size 
and power requirements in space- 
craft. 

“In transmissions using the 
data compaction technique, re- 
dundant information is removed 
from the messages before they 
are broadcast from the space 
vehicle. Only the essentials are 
transmitted,” Dr. Blaebalg ex- 
plained. For example, he said, 
after a message from a satellite 
is received on the ground, the 
information retaoved aboasd the 
space vehicle can be easily re- 
placed to restore the message to 
its original form, much as a 
secretary does when she tran- 
scribes shorthand. 

By compacting messages; more 
data can be transmitted from a 
space vehicle than has been pos- 
sible heretofore, and less of the 
already crowded radio spectrum 
is_needed for this purpose, accord- 
ing to Dr. Blasbalg. 

By using advanced message cod 
ing techniques, the IBM Communi- 
cations Systems Center is de- 
veloping means of compacting in- 
formation from _ space-probing 
satellites and planetary probe ve- 
hicles. IBM study now underway 
indicates that under certain con- 
ditions data compression in the 








order of ten to one is achievable 
in the near future.

These tiny devices have been 
operated for tens of millions of 
transistor hours in developmental 
models of the Zeus computers— 
without a failure. 


The Luneberg Lens in the Zeus 
acquisition radar, designed by Bell 
and developed jointly with Good- 
year Aircraft Company, is the 
world’s largest radar lens of this 
type. Made of polystyrene blocks 
loaded with a special dielectric, 
the Luneberg Lens acts like a giant 
magnifying glass to focus radar 
energy coming from any direction. 

First announced by Bell Labs in 
1957, the twistor memory device 
had been developed for manufac- 
ture by Western Electric within 
16 months and was being used in 
research and development versions 
of the Zeus computers. Basically, 
the twistor is a hair-thin’ copper 
wire wrapped in barber pole fash- 
ion with a flat magnete tape. It 
can store or read out, in millionths 
of a second, about 10 bits of in- 
formation per inch. The great ad- 
vantages of the twistor are its 
storage capacity, low cost, and 
adaptability to automated manu- 
facture. 

The solid state maser is still an- 
other technical breakthrough that 
finds application in Nike Zeus. By 
amplifying with energy from the 
atoms deep within a ruby crystal 
cooled to almost absolute zero, the 
maser avoids the electrical noise 
inherent in vacuum tubes which 
amplify with electrons boiled off a 
hot cathode and controlled by a 
hot, electrically noisy metal grid. 
The low noise properties of the 
maser allows it to receive signals 
hundreds of times weaker than 
those detectable with conventional 
amplifiers.

Tiny Differences in Uniforms 
Costing U.S. Million a Year 


WASHINGTON—The government is wasting more than $1 million a year because the 
services can’t agree on such things as the shade of khaki for a cotton shirt, according to 
a report by the General Accounting Office. 


After investigating 57 of the 29,- 
000 items of clothing handled by 
the Military Clothing and Textile 
Supply Agency in Philadelphia, 
GAO says it found $2.8 million be- 
ing wasted annually because the 
services can’t agree.

143,260 Flags

For Funerals 


WASHINGTON — Some 143,260 
burial flags were used to drap 
caskets of deceased servicemen 
during fiscal year 1961, which end- 
ed 30 June, the Veterans Ad- 
ministration announced this week. 

The American flags are fur- 
nished deceased veterans with war- 
time service who were discharged 
under conditions other than dis- 
honorable, or who served at least 
one enlistment during peacetime, 
unless discharged or released soon- 
er for disability incurred on duty. 

The flags usually are given to 
the next of kin, or to the close 
friend or associate of the veteran 
at the conclusion of burial serv- 
ices,

THE REPORT suggests that the 
new Defense Supply Agency is a 
step in the right direction but 
GAO says that to be fully effective 
the new agency “must be vested 
with decision-making authority... 
to resolve matters in dispute among 
the military services.” 

One thing that apparently gets 
in GAO’s craw is the Marine Corps 
necktie. The marines use a four- 
fold necktie rather than the two- 
fold one used by the Army, Navy 
and Air Force. GAO says the addi- 
tional cloth used in the marine 
necktie costs $20,300 a year. 


As for trousers, $681,000 was be- 
ing wasted each year, according 
to GAO, because the services 
couldn’t agree on the width of belt 
loops and the waist and seat design. 
After this was brought to the at- 
tention of DOD by GAO in April, 
the services did finally agree to 
adopt a common pattern, however, 
and this will save about $600,000, 
the report noted. 

7 . . 

GAO GOES into considerable de- 
tail about the shirt collar problem. 
It says the government was wast- 
ing $1 million-a year because the 
services couldn’t agree on a dress 
shirt with a major part of the 
squabble being the height of the 
collar. The Air Force; for example, 
didn’t like the Army’s proposed 
collar height of 1%” at the back 
of the neck. The Air Force wanted 
it to be 1%” to 1%”. But a com- 
mon design (though not a common 





material) has since been accepted 
by all but the marines and GAO 
estimates this “partial standardiza- 
tion” will save about $476,000. 


GAO also raps the Army for fail- | 


ing to agree with the other serv- 
ices on the women’s exercise suit.

Maryland Loan Firm 
Put in Receivership 


WASHINGTON — The Family 
Savings and Home Loan Association 
of Maryland has been placed into 
receivership by Montgomery Coun- 
ty Circuit Court Judge James H. 
Pugh. The judge acted following 
testimony by Attorney General 
Thomas B. Finan that the firm was 
insolvent. 

The 10 branches of the firm have 
been ordered to halt all transac- 
tions. 

During testimony, Finan said the 
firm had loaned nearly $2 million 
to firms headed by its own officers. 
’ A day after the firm was placed 
in receivership,. its president. was 





charged with larceny after trust 
while carrying $32,000. He was re- 
leased in $5000 bail. The president 
said the money had been collected 
from some of the firm’s branches 
and was to be turned over to an 
attorney who was appointed to man- 
age the bank’s affairs. 

The attorney said he had not 
been contacted by the’ president 
concerning such a transaction. 

Meanwhile, the receiver’s office 
said that any funds mailed to the 
firm would be returned to the 
senders. Depositors also are sched- 
uled to receive a letter notifying 
them of the situation and outlining 
future steps to be taken.

pae YOUNG AMERICAN had a feeling he was going to 
die. He had volunteered to fight with the French, and 
now as his infantry company slowly advanced through 
France, the premonition of death swelled within him until 
he was finally compelled to put it down on paper. The result was 
one of the most touching poems by Alan Seeger, to come out of 
World War I: “I Have a Rendezvous With Death,” which ends:

On July 4, 1916, while taking the town of Belloy-en-Santerre, Alan 


Seeger kept that rendezvous ... 


Out of the ugliness, waste,-and destruction of war, some of the 
world’s most beautiful poetry has been born, pushing through its 
chaotic surroundings like a lone flower in a bomb-searred field. Sol- 
diers have written sensitively of love and loneliness and fear and 
faith. And it has always been so. Long before the Greek Odyssey 


was written, the earliest great epic poems commemorated war.

WHEN MEN’S EMOTIONS are stirred to great depths, they are 


stirred to write great words. 


An American sergeant, 


Karl Jay Sha-

titled “Nostalgia,” which began: 


My soul stands at the window of my room, 
And I ten thousand miles away. . 
Rupert Brooke, earlier, had expressed the same aching of a sol- 


dier overseas in “The Soldier:” 


If I should die, think only this of me 
That there’s some corner of a foreign field 


That is forever England . 


And, of loneliness, another American, Dunstan Thompson has 


written: 


This loneliness for you is like the wound 
That keeps the soldier patient in his bed, 
Smiling to soothe the general on his round 
Of visits to the somehow not yet dead . 
The inconsistency of war was expressed in the last century by 
Thomas Hardy, who wrote in “The Man He Killed:” 
Had he and I but met by some old ancient inn, 
We should have. put us down to wet 


Right many a nipperkin! 
But ranged as infantry, 
And staring face to face, 


I shot at him as he at me 
And killed him in his place ...

children take a light weight coat or all-weather fabric rain coat, which is warm and also 


good for the climate here. 

For the trip, I suggest long 
pants of cotton, corduroy or other 
suitable, washable fabric for the 
children. If you have girls, a few 
washable dresses come in handy. 
For yourself, take slacks and 
blouses, washable skirts and a few 
dresses, as you do have to dress 
for your evening meals. I suggest 
sweaters, too, for your family, as 
some days are too warm for coats, 
yet cool enough for sweaters. 

I think on all MSTS ships a 
laundryroom is available. 

The mildew problem is worse, 
of course, during the rainy season 
when it is warm and humid. I find 


that linen is the worst for getting | 


mildew and shoes will mold even 
with the heating units in the 
closets. Wool clothes and leather 
smell musty in a short time if not 
aired outside often. 

The winter isn’t cold enough for 
heavy wool clothing, although in 
December and January it is usual- 
ly cold enough for jackets and

warm clothing of light weight ma. 
terials. 

The PXs carry a limited amount 
of clothing which is rather ex- 
pensive and also limited in certain 
sizes. Shoes are rather hard to 
find at times in your choice of 
style and sizes — for yourself and 
*children. There are many material 
shops on the island, and materials 
are carried in the PXs; they are 
very reasonable. If you don’t sew 
yourself, the Okinawan  seam- 
stresses are very skilled in dress- 
making and very inexpensive. They 
can tailor any type of wearing ap- 
parel you desire with only a pic 
ture from a fashion magazine to 
go by. 

I recommend that you bring your 
automatic washer. The voltage 
cycles are the same here as in the 
States. A dryer isn’t a great ne- 
cessity but it is convenient during 
rainy weather. If you don’t have 
one and decide to bring. one, I 
think a used one is good enough. 
Because of the dampness here, ap- 
pliances tend to rust. 

In government quarters you are 
issued all the furniture needed 
by your family, and since there 
is mold and mildew, I don’t advise 
you to bring your own furniture 
Drapery material is issued if it 
is in stock. QM does not issue 
pictures, shower curtains, china, 
cooking utensils or silverware. I 
advise you to bring your own. 
Pillows, bed pads and blankets 
are issued for the entire tour on 
the island. 

I do hope this will be helpful 
in planning your trip and your 
tour on Okinawa.

2 Planes 
Score Ist in 
Exercise 


FORT BUCKNER, Okinawa — 
The Aviation Detachment of the 2d 
ABG, 503d Inf. Combat Team, 
accomplished an aerial “first” in 
using two single engine L-20 
Beaver light aircraft. The “first” is 
the use of the two aircraft on an 
off island exercise. The significance 
of the feat is not the idea of the 
craft being-used on an off island 
exercise, but. that they were 
flown to their destination over 
hundreds of miles of ocean.

Immediately upon reaching the 
maneuver area, the crafts were put 
to use.in reconnaissance, radio 
relay, and all forms of tactical 
support. 

The trip down was approximately 
570 nautical miles and was flown 
in 5 hours and 25 minutes, with a 
scheduled stop at Taipai for fuel. 
The return trip was delayed by 
typhoon Tilda, which cut the exer- 
cise Tien Ping a few days short of 
schedule. 

The two aircraft landed at 
Hamby airfield, the home of the 
503d Aviation detachment.

Upon debarking their craft the 
pilots and crew members com- 
mented on the flawlessness of the 
flights.

AST YEAR 50 million people went hunting or fishing. If 
you asked, each of them would claim right down to the 
last man-jack that he was a sportsman. What does the word 


sportsman mean? It implies a gen- 
tleman afield. An outdoorsman 
who plays the game fairly, who 
abides game limits, watches the 
law, shows»respect for the rights 
of the man who owns the land, 
and gives his shooting mate the 
breaks on the covey rise. It’s a 
pretty nice sort of tribute to be 
called a sportsman. Like being 
called a square shooter. 

In Montana sportsman is a dirty 
word. 

The landowners there are or- 
ganizing an association to keep all 
hunters off-their land unless ac- 
companied by a , 
registered 
guide. They are 
putting pres- 
sure on their 
state legislature 
to pass such a 
law. They are 
further coordin- 
ating their ef- 
forts to stop the 
use of jeeps and

country. Montana is some of the 
best big game hunting country in 
North America. It is especially 
noteworthy for deer, elk, beag, 
antelope and mountain goat. This 
commentator has just had a look- 
see first hand at the Montana situ- 
ation. The man on the land has a 
legitimate gripe. 

Phil Yeckel, an ex-Marine turn- 
ed rancher had, all in a single day, 
a pure bred cow shot, a_ two- 
thousand-buck Quarter-horse mare 
killed, and four doe antelope shot 
and abandoned. A neighbor lost 
a horse, a second neighbor took a 
round through his motor while 
journeying from his ranch house to 
the open road. The country is not 
wooded, is rolling and open. You 
ean see for 40 miles. 

Just below the Montana line, on 
the Wyoming side, some dude 
from Stinking Springs, Pa., shot 
seven horses. He thought they were 
antelope, he told the owner. He 
settled up and according to the 
local news-sheet immediately 
struck out for home. Cow horses 
now having a going price of from 
$200 upward his bill was a tidy 
one. 

Last year a dude hunter—all 
outsiders are referred to as dudes 
— bowled over a mule thinking 
it was a cow moose, skinned and 
dressed out the animal and 
brought it out to the game depart- 
ment checking station. Also last 
season a game warden ran across 
a “sportsman” who said he was 
lost but claimed he had just 
bagged a whale of a big elk. The 
warden asked to be taken to the 
“whale of a big elk.” It was a 
moose, a big bull with a respect- 
able spread of palmated antler.

TWO HUNTERS wandered into 
a cowboy line camp just at meal 
time. “What luck?” asked the line 
rider. “Well,” one of the sportsman 
replied, “we didn’t see anything 
this morning but we got seven 
sound shots.”

He shouted out and 
in the next split second his horse 
took another round, a fatal bullet. 
A prominent Denver businessman 
took out a shooting acquaintance.

ion lamely explained that he 
thought the movement in the 
bushes was a deer.

SECRETARY of the _ Interior, 
Stewart Udali, during a recent 


speech before the National Shoot- 
ing Sports Foundation, said; “Re- 
grettably in many eastern areas 
hunters have never been known 
for their good manners. Hunter 
education and strict enforcement 
of regulations are necessary for the 
survival of hunting in the -east. 
Indeed, what yau call the sports- 
man-farmer relationship may well 
be the crux. of the hunting picture 
in this country.” It appears the 
honorable secretary should have 
broadened his statements a bit 
to also include the west. 


The landowner is a subtantial 
citizen. His desires get careful con- 
sideration from the lawmakers. 
When he decides that no one will 
hunt without a guide and demands 
that powered vehicles stay out of 
the game country he is strongly 
apt to get exactly that. The Attila 
the Hun tactics af a minority of 
our sportsmen provide grist for the 
mills of the anti-gun proponents.

able for immediate occupancy. 

Normally there is a waiting 
period of from five to six months 
after application has been sub- 
mitted by an officer, and a wait- 
ing period of from six months to 
one year for enlisted personnel. 
Personnel will not be eligible 
to apply for family quarters un- 
til arrival at Jackson for duty. 

There are 94 family type 
officers quarters available on 
the Post. They are from 1 to 8- 
bedroom apartments in convert- 
ed hospital buildings. Thirty of 
these have been renovated and 
are considered adequate. Assign- 
ments are by size of family, 
grade, and date of rank. They are 
optionally supplied with Quar- 
termaster property, electric 
stoves, and refrigerators. 

There are 320 family type 
quarters available for enlisted 
personnel at Jackson. They are 
two, three, and four bedroom 
apartments in converted bar- 
racks. All enlisted quarters are 
considered non-standard. As- 
signments are by size of 
family, grade, and date of 


rank, They are also optionally, 
supplied with Quartermaster 
property, stoves and refrigera- 
tors. 





Off-post housing for rent is 
considered reasonable in price, 
relatively plentiful, and above 
average accommodations, com- 
pared to many other commun- 
ities near military installations.

Q. Next January a law goes into 
effect which states that service- 
connection will not be taken away 
after it has been in force for 10 
or more years.

A. No. Public Law 501, 86th 
Congress, does not freeze the per- 
centage of disability. A veteran’s 
monthly disability compensation 
may still be increased, decreased 
or discontinued after service-con- 
nection has been established for 
10 or more years.

DROPPING BENEFICIARY 

Q. My wife wants a divorce. Be- 
fore I agree to it and to any set- 
tlement, I want to drop her as a 
beneficiary on my GI insurance.

GI LOAN DEADLINE 

Q. I am a World War II veteran. 
I entered active duty 25 April 1944 
and was honorably discharged 23 
May 1946. Under the new dead- 
line law for GI Bill loans, what is 
the latest date I can apply for a 
loan? 

A. 23 May 1964. Under Public 
Law 84, 87th Congress, you are al- 
lowed 10 years from date of dis- 
charge from wartime service, plus 
one year for each three months of 
active duty. In your case, this 
amounts to 18 years from 23 May 
1946.

DISABILITY PAY 

Q. How long have officers and 
enlisted men who retire with a 
physical disability drawn retired 
pay proportioned to the degree of 
disability? 

A. Since the enactment of the 
1949 Career Compensation Act, 
which provides that all military 
personnel retired for disability 
shall be eligible for retired pay 
proportioned to the degree of dis- 
ability or length of service, but 
not to exceed 75 percent of base 
pay.

Last Blacksmith in Army 
Pounds Anvil at Fort Myer 


WASHINGTON When the 
metallic ring of hammer striking 
anvil carries across historic Fort 
Myer, Va., it’s the Army’s last 
practicing blacksmith at work. 

He is Sgt. Robert T. Bechdoldt, 
a member of the Caisson Section 
of the Army’s famous list BG, 3d 
Inf. (The Old Guard). 

“When I entered the Army in 
1945, I had no idea blacksmiths 
would become so rare,” said Bech- 
doldt. “We had plenty of horses 
in service then.” 

He was referring to horses used 
by mounted_platoons established to 
maintain order in Germany after 
World War II. Since then, the 
Army has steadily decreased the 
number of horses until today only 
a few are retained for ceremonial 
duty. 

Bechdoldt is in charge of shoe- 
ing the 26 horses assigned to the 
Caisson Section. The animals are 
used to pull caissons in full honor 
military funerals and figure to be 
around as long as the ancient mili- 
tary tradition prevails, 

Probably the most “military-look- 
ing” item in the shop is a large 
wall chart containing the name 
and shoeing record of every horse 
in the unit. 

When asked if he maintained 
other charts listing hoof disorders 
or other characteristics of partic- 
ular horses, Bechdoldt grinned. 

“I keep that up here,” he said, 
pointing to his head. 

Ordinarily the horses in the sec- 
tion must be shod about every six 
weeks. However, each horse varies 
a little. 

“Some horses slide their feet 
instead of picking them up,” said 
Bechdoldt. “Naturally, they wear 
down a shoe much faster. Other 
horses will wear just the toe or 
heel of a shoe.”

“Our horses are used almost ex- 
clusively on pavement,” Bechdoldt 
explained, “If we didn’t use the 
hard coat, a shoe wouldn’t last 10 
days around here.” ; 

A blacksmith in Colorado 
Springs, Colo., before entering the 
Army, Bechdoldt has always en- 
joyed working with animals. Even 
now, he is building brood stock 
on his 130-acre farm and pony 
ranch near Midland, Va. 

Though his present herds are 
small — 17 head of “white face” 
cattle and 13 head of registered 
Shetland ponies — his plans are 
optimistic. 

“By the time retirement rolls 
around in about five years, I hope 
to have the farm on a paying basis 
and stocked with about 100 head 
of cattle,” he said. 

The pony business, he admits, is 
a little slow. 

“It’s cyclic,” he said. “Ponies 
are a luxury and luxuries aren’t 
much in demand now.” 

Even so, he is increasing his 
stock and often loans the ponies 
to charitable organizations sponsor- 
ing a fund-raising drive. 

What about his future in black- 
smithing? 

“When I was a kid a blacksmith 
was a respected man in the com- 
munity and his shop was the bus- 
jest place in town,” recalls Bech- 
doldt. “Even when I entered the 
Army, the blacksmith was a re- 
spected tradesman.” 

“Now, people have the attitude 
that it is something that you can 
learn in a week from a textbook.” 

“Shoeing a horse is ticklish busi- 
ness and if a man doesn’t knew 
what he is doing he can seriously 
injure an animal,” he said. 

“It takes years of experience te 
be a really good farrier.”

The decision (B-145920) was 
made in response to questions 
asked the Comptroller by the As- 
sistant Defense Secretary (Comp- 
troller). 

Defense ‘asked whether an en- 
listed man may keep money paid 
to him for subsistence allowance 
“when permission to mess separate- 
ly is granted” when it is found that 
authorization to mess separately 
was obtained by false information 
in that his dependents did not 
reside in the vicinity of his base, 
as he claimed. 

If the man is net permitted to 
keep the money, may his indebted- 
ness be reduced by the cost of 
meals actually bewght in a govern- 
ment mess during the period in- 
volved, Defense also asked.

DEFENSE was told that two 
schools of thought clouded the is- 
sue. The first claims that the pay- 
ment when separate mess is per- 
mitted is the: actual cest to the 
government to buy the food. Simce 
the government has not paid the 
member any more than it would 
have spent had he eaten in a mess, 
no actual loss resulted, according 
to one interpretation. 

The second schoo] claimed that 
“false representations” invalidated 
the authorization to mess separate- 
ly. Under this thinking, the right 
to keep payments is doubtful. This 
school also pointed- out that the 
government would have fed the 
man but that he _ deliberately 
“deprived himself of this benefit 
when he elected through false in- 
formation to gain permission to 
mess separately.” 

The Comptroller stated that no 
allowance is authorized if rations 
in kind or messing facilities are 
available unless permission to mess 
separately is granted. 

Since false information had gain- 
ed the man permission to mess 
separately the permission is con 
sidered void, the Comptroller ruled. 
“The result would be the same 
regardless of whether permission 
is granted through administrative 
error or -because of the enlisted 
member’s misrepresentations,” he 
said.
